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PREFACE. 


That  the  knowledge  of  a disease  is  half  its  cure. 
Is  an  adage  which  was  never  more  verified  then  in  this 
dreadful  complaint,  which  assumes  so  many  different 
forms,  that  no  small  degree  of  practical  experience  is 
required  to  distinguish  some  of  its  symptoms,  from 
•those  of  other  diseases : and  to  apply,  with  efficacy, 
such  remedies  as  will  speedily  produce  a radical  and 
permanent  cure,  without  undermining  the  constitution. 
This  is  the  object  which  I hope  to  attain  by  the  follow- 
ing Work,  which  is  the  result  of  more  successful  prac- 
tice than  usually  falls  to  the  lot  of  one  man.  fly  tht 
Plates  of  the  symptoms  and  instruments,  I expect  to 
convey  to  the  Reader,  a clearer  notion  of  the  disorder, 
than  he  can  obtain  from  any  other  treatise  on  the  sub- 
ject 

The  Syphilis,  as  some  modern  practitioners  deno- 
minate, the  Venereal  disease,  has  two  general  appear- 
ances, which  are  either  local  or  constitutional ; by  the 
former,  is  signified  an  affection  of  those  parts  to  which 
the  virus  was  first  applied;  and,  by  the  latter,  is  to  be 
understood  a general  taint  of  the  whole  mass  of  fluid* 
which  is  known  by  the  appellation  of  Lues  Venerea , 
Constitutional  disease,  or  Confirmed  Pox.  These 
topics  are  fully  discussed  in  the  following  pages. 

There  is  scarcely  any  writer  upon  this  subject,  who 
has  not  said  something  pf  the  history  of  the  infection ; 
and  they  almost  universally  deny  that  it  is  a native  of 
Europe,  and  ascribe  its  introduction  to  Columbus,  who, 
it  is  said,  imported  it  to  Naples  in  or  about  the  year 
14U3. 
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Tlie  common  account  ot  its  progress  from  that  city, 
is  that  the  Neapolitans  during  the  memorable  siege  by 
the  French,  being  distressed  by  a scarcity  of  provi- 
sions, thought  it  necessary  to  dismiss  the  most  useless 
persons,  among  whom  were  the  courtezans.  The  be- 
siegers received  them  with  their  accustomed  polite- 
ness, and  were  rewarded  by  the  infection  which  made 
such  dreadful  ravages  in  their  camp,  as  compelled 
them  to  raise  the  siege.  From  the  French  it  gradually 
advanced  over  Europe,  and  hence  it  obtained  the  name 
of  the  French  Disease,  which  in  the  time  of  Shakes- 
peare, as. we  find  in  some  of  his  plays,  was  also  called 
the  Goujeres. — The  French  will,  in  all  probability, 
retain  the  opprobrium,  notwithstanding  their  repeated 
efforts  to  remove  it  from  them. 

Although  there  is  scarcely  any  one  who  will  ven- 
ture to  date  the  appearance  of  the  Venereal  disease 
beyond  the  year  1492,  yet  there  was  unquestionably 
at  a much  earlier  period  a complaint,  attended  with 
a discharge  of  infectious  matter  from  the  urethra, 
similar  to  that  which  occurs  in  the  Virulent  Gonor- 
rhoea. By  the  law  of  Moses,  it  was  ordained  that  any 
man  of  the  seed  of  Aaron  who  was  defiled  with  a run- 
ning issue  should  be  separated  from  the  rest,  in  order 
that  he  might  not  communicate  the  infection.* 

There  is,  however,  a disease  mentioned  by  some  of 
our  old  writers,  called  Brenning  or  Burning,  which  has 
a very  striking  resemblance  to  the  Venereal.  The 
chief  objection  to  its  being  the  same,  is  that  the  reme- 
dies prescribed  against  Brenning  would  bu  ineffectual 
in  the  Venereal.  To  this  we  may  reply,  that  it  is  by 
no  means  to  be  expected,  that  the  remedies  of  the 
ancient  physicians  should  be  as  well  calculated  to

remove  any  malignity  in  the  mass  of  blood  or  fluids, 
as  in  the  modem  practice,  inasmuch  as  they  consi- 
dered the  disorder  to  be  merely  local,  and  the  whole 
of  the  cure  to  depend  upon  the  removal  of  the  symp- 
toms. It  is  farther  to  be  observed,  that  some  diseases 
grow  more  violent,  and  others  more  remiss  in  the 
course  of  time,  so  that  the  remedies,  which  might  have 
prevailed  against  the  ancient  Brenning,  may  now  fail 
as  to  the  modern  pox.  The  process  for  the  cure,  as 
delivered  by  J.  Arden,  chirurgeon  to  Henry  the 
Fourth,  for  heat  and  excoriation  of  the  internal  part,  is 
to  inject  with  a syringe,  a mixture  of  olive  oil,  sugar, 
ptisan  (qu  ? Barley-1  noth)  and  the  milk  of  a woman 
nursing  a male  child.  Such  was  the  ignorance  of  the 
early  physicians,  that  they  thought  the  milk  of  a 
woman  under  such  a circumstance  would  be  more  effi- 
cacious than  under  any  other.  Arden’s  words  are. 

Contra  incendium  virgoe  virilis  interius  ex  calore  et 
excoriatione , fiat  talis  syringa,  (i.  e.  injectio ) lenitiva. 
Accipe  lac  mulieris  masculum  nutrient  is,  et  parum 
zaccarium,  oleum  viola  et  ptisanos  quibus  commixtis 
per  syringam  infundatur. 

In  an  ancient  manuscript,  written  about  the  year 
1300,  there  is  a recipe  against  brenning  of  ye  pyntil 
yat  men  clepe  the  apegalle ; galle  being  an  old  word 
for  a running  sore  ; — and,  in  another  manuscript,  writ- 
ten fifty  years  after,  there  is  a recipe  for  burning  in 
that  part  by  a woman.  Simon  Fish,  a zealous  pro- 
moter of  the  reformation,  in  his  “ Supplication  of 
Beggars,”  presented  to  Henry  the  Eighth,  speaking 
of  the  Romish  priests,  says,  “ they  catch  the  pocks  of 
one  woman  and  bare  it  to  another.”  Boord,  a priest 
and  physician  in  the  same  reign,  begins  one  of  the 
chapters  of  his  “ Breviary  of  Health,”  thus : — “ The 
nineteenth  chapter  doth  shew  of  the  burning  of  an 
Harlot.”  He  also  adds,  that  if  a man  be  burnt  with 
an  harlot,  and  do  meddle  with  another  woman  within 
a day,  he  shall  burn  the  woman  he  shall  meddle  withal. 
And  as  an  immediate  remedy  against  the  disease,  he 
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recommends  the  wasliing  of  the  pudenda,  two  or  three 
times  a day  with  white  wine  or  else  with  sack  and 
water.  Other  writers  who  have  spoken  of  burning, 
might  easily  be  quoted;  but  it  is  not  necessary,  and  I 
have  mentioned  these  facts,  which  are  very  little 
known,  merely  to  shew,  that  those  who  have  main- 
tained that  the  disease  was  known  in  Europe  before 
the  discovery  of  America,  were  totally  destitute  of 
reason  for  their  opinions.  But  the  discussion  of  his- 
torical doubts  is  foreign  to  my  object. 

With  respect  to  the  disorder,  as  it  now  exists,  I 
shall  only  observe,  that  there  is  no  disease,  of  which 
the  nature  and  effects  are  better  understood,  nor  is 
there  any  practitioner  who  has  had  more  experience  in 
removing  it  than  myself.  I mention  this  as  a matter 
of  personal  justice.  On  examination  of  the  following 
treatise,  it  will  be  perceived,  how  carefully  1 havs 
avoided  the  old  injurious  process  of  salivation,  by 
which  many  a constitution  has  been  destroyed,  by  ma- 
nufacturing a trivial  injury  into  a confirmed  pox.— 
Even  in  the  worst  of  cases,  salivation  is  unnecessary  ; 
neither  can  any  one  be  cured  by  it,  who  might  not 
have  been  more  easily  relieved  by  other  means.  In 
the  course  of  my  practice,  I have  met  with  persons 
who  have  been  salivated  five  and  even  six  times  with- 
out success,  and  yet  I found  no  difficulty  in  eradicat- 
ing their  complaint  by  a much  milder  treatment^ 


THE 
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CHAP.  I. 

On  the  Nature  of  the  Syphilitic  Poison. 

the  many  poisons,  by  which  animal  bodies 
^ are  liable  to  be  affected,'  that  which  produces 
the  venereal  disease  is  the  most  remarkable  : it 
possesses,  in  a peculiar  degree,  the  property  of 
generating  and  increasing  itself ; and  its  opera- 
tion is  not  confined  to  one  part  of  the  body,  or  to 
any  particular  manner  of  being  absorbed.  A 
■email  portion  of  it  being  received  upon  some  spot 
where  the  skin  has  been  excoriated,  has  often 
produced  all  the  symptoms  of  the  disease  ; but  in 
this  respect,  it  does  not  differ  from  the^ws,  which 
is  employed  in  common  inoculations,  or  other 
morbid  poisons.  It,  however,  does  not  resemble 
them  in  a remarkable  particular,  for  it  has  not 
yet  been  found  to  exist  in  any  but  the  human 
species  ; nor  has  any  other  animal  been  found, 
which  it  has  the  power  of  infecting.  Of  its  ori- 
gin one  thing  only  is  certain,  that  it  commenced 
in  man,  and  in  the  parts  of  generation. 

We  are  very  little  acquainted  with  the  specific 
nature  of  the  poison  itself.  Chemical  analysis, 
though  skilfully  and  accurately  conducted,  has 
been  able  to  discover  no  properties  perfectly  dis- 
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tinct  from  other  morbid  matter.  We  know  it 
only  by  its  effects  on  the  human  body.  At  first 
soon  after  impure  coition,  most  commonly  there 
appears  an  inflammation  and  tumour  on  the  pre- 
puce, a heat  of  urine,  discharge  of  infectious  mat- 
ter, buboes  on  the  groins,  several  pustules  on  the 
penis  and  other  parts  : from  these  arise  sordid 
and  malignant  ulcers,  cancerous. and  callous ; and, 
in  progress  of  time,  corrosions  of  the  bones,  very 
violent  pains  which  suffer  considerable  exacerba- 
tion during  the  night,  nodes,  tophi,  heats  in  the 
palms  of  the  hands  and  soles  of  the  feet ; and 
after  this,  chops  and  excoriations,  caruncles, 
warts,  condylomas,  and  other  morbid  excre- 
scences, red,  yellow,  or  livid  spots,  are  perceived.* 
Other  symptoms  are,  an  inflammation  of  the  tes- 
ticles, a hoarseness,  relaxation,  and  erosion  of 
the  uvula,  an  ulceration  of  the  palate,  an  ozena , 
a tingling  noise  in  the  ears,  deafness,  blindness, 
and  other  distressing  affections  of  the  body.  It 
is  seldom  that  all  these  symptoms  happen  to  fin 
individual;  but  I shall  consider  the  nqost  general 
and  common  effects  of  the  syphilitic  virus  in  the 
ensuing  chapters  ; for  the  present  I shall  observe, 
that  by  timely  application  all  the  more  deleterious 
stages  of  the  disorder  may  be  wholly  prevented., 

CHAP.  II. 

The  Clap,  or  Gonorrhoea  Virulenta. 

On  the  application  of  the  venereal  poison  to  a 
part  of  the  body,  inflammation,  and  a change  in 
its  mode  of  action,  are  the  usual  consequences. 
In  the  urethra,  it  causes  that  stage  of  the  disease

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which  is  commonly  called  a Clap,  or  Gonorrhoea.* 
It  generally  makes  its  appearance,  with  some 
persons,  in  three  or  four  days  after  the  infection 
has  been  received;  with  others,  in  about  nine 
days  ; but,  in  some  constitutions,  I have  known 
instances,  where  the  symptoms  did  not  appear 
until  as  many  weeks  had  elapsed.  Many  cases 
have  occurred,  in  which  the  disease  has  shewn  it- 
self the  next  morning;  but  this  only  happens 
when  the  blood  has  been  overheated,  by  intoxi- 
cation the  preceding  night,  or  from  a scorbutic 
or  scrophulous  habit.  It  is  most  usually  per- 
ceptible in  a space  of  from  six  to  fourteen  days, 
and,  in  a male,  it  begins  with  an  uneasiness  about 
the  parts  of  generation  ; such  as  an  itching  in  the 
(flans  penis , and  a soreness  and  tingling  sensa- 
tion along  the  course  of  the  urethra.  Soon  after- 
wards, the  person  perceives  an  appearance  of 
whitish  matter  at  its  orifice,  and  also  some  de- 
gree of  pungency  in  making  water.  In  the 
course  of  a few  days,  the  discharge  of  matter  will 
increase  considerably;  will  assume,  most  pro- 
bably, a greenish  or  yellowish  hue;  and  will  be- 
come thinner  and  lose  its  adhesiveness.  The 
parts  will  also  suffer  some  degree  of  redness  and 
inflammation  ; in  consequence  of  which,  the  plans 
will  assume  the  appearance  of  a ripe  cherry ; the 
stream  of  urine  will  be  smaller  than  usual,  owing 
to  the  canal  being  made  narrower  by  the  inflamed 
state  of  the  internal  membrane.  Besides  these 


* I have  called  it  the  Virulent  Gonorrhoea,  in  order 
to  distinguish  the  discharge,  which  attends  this  stage, 
from  that  of  semen.  The  word.  Gonorrhoea,  it  may  not 
be  amiss  to  observe,  literally  signifies  a discharge  of 
that  fluid,  being  compounded  of  the  Greek  noun  gone 
(semen,)  and  the  verb  rheo  ( to  flow.) 
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symptoms,  a degree  of  pain  and  scalding  heat 
will  be  experienced  at  every  attempt  to  void 
urine. 

The  cure  of  the  gonorrhoea  is  now  much  sim- 
plified, and  when  undertaken  soon  after  its  first 
appearance,  it  may  speedily  be  effected,  and  thus 
the  worst  consequences  of  the  disorder  will  be 
wholly  prevented.  The  following  method  I have 
practised  fpr  many  years,  with  unexampled  suc- 
cess : — When  the  injury  has  been  recently  re- 
ceived, the  bowels  should  be  kept  gently  open; 
but  bleeding  and  strong  purges  ought  to  be  avoid- 
ed. It  was  formerly  the  practice,  to  change  both 
the  regimen  and  the  habits  of  the  patient;  but  in 
the  case  of  a mere  simple  gonorrhoea,  little  or  no 
alteration  whatever  is  necessary.  If  the  inflam- 
mation be  considerable,  no  injection  should  be 
used,  but  those  of  a sedative  kind.  Of  these  the 
best  are  the  imectiones  op'd  et  pluntbi.  But  if 
the  inflammation  be  very  great  indeed,  emol- 
lients alone  should  be  relied  on ; such  as  new 
milk,  warm,  if  possible,  from  the  cow,  mixed 
with  an  equal  quantity  of  water,'  olei  amygdala- 
rum,  or  thin  mucilage  gunimi  accaciee.  When 
it  is  but  slight,  gentle  astringents  may  he  ap- 
plied; and,  in  some  cases,  irritating  injections 
are  proper,  such  as  a weak  solutio  muriatis  hy- 
drargyri.  At  this  period,  it  would  be  of  great 
benefit  to  the  patient  to  take  two  Merone  Pills  at 
night,  and  two  the  next  morning,  washing  them 
down  with  a little  chicken  or  veal  broth,  barley- 
water,  linseed-tea,  or  any -other  grateful  infusion 
of  this  kind.

Whatever  method  we  may  pursue,  the  eonsitu- 
tion,  should  be  attended  to,  which,  with  the  symp- 
toms, will,  in  general,  best  direct  the  treatment. 
So  much  depends  upon  the  symptoms,  that  I 
shall  here  take  occasion  to  enumerate  some  of 
those,  which  1 did  not  mention  before.  The  seat 
of  the  disease,  it  has  been  observed,  is,  of  neces- 
sity, most  commonly  in  the  parts  of  generation. 
In  men,  though  it  is  sometimes  found  on  the  in- 
side of  the  proepuee ; and  the  surface  of  the  glans 
penis,  it  is  most  usually  placed  in  the  urethra. 
When  this  is  the-  case,  besides  the  discharge  of 
the  infectious  matter  from  its  orifice,  and  con- 
comitant itching,  irritation  and  inflammation  of 
the  glam,,  there  sometimes  arises  from  the  dis- 
tinction of  the  vessels  of  the  urethra,  a degree  of 
haemorrhage. 

Frequently  also  small  tumours  beneath  the 
penis  along  the  course  of  the  urethra,  arise, 
which  inflame  and  suppurate,  forming  two  or 


* There  are  many  persons,  whose  residence  being

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three  abscesses,  which  breaking-  within  the  ure- 
thra, cause  internal  ulcers.  In  some  cases,  a 
swelling  beneath  th e.  penis  has  been  observed,  of 
a doubtful  nature.  This  has  sometimes  inflamed 
to  a considerable  size,  and  prevented  the  dis- 
charge of  matter.  The  discharge  has  renewed 
and  the  swelling  abated,  but  increased  again  after 
the  lapse  of  several  months.  It  is  uncertain 
whether  these  be  venereal  or  not.  Perhaps,  the 
tumour  is  occasioned  by  the  closing  of  the  mouth 
of  the  urethra,  so  as  to  intercept  the  passage  of 
the  matter,  and  thus  have  distended  the  lacunae 
of  the  glands  of  the  urethra* 

In  this  stage  of  the  disease,  in  consequence  of 
the  inflammation  of  the  urethra,  the  patient  ex- 
periences a great  degree  of  soreness  on  the  under 
side  of  the  penis,  from  one  end  to  the  other,  not 
unlike  that  which  is  felt  in  a Chordee ; + but  in  this 
case,  the  penis  remains  straight  as  in  its  natural 
etate.  But,  in  one  respect,  the  cases  resemble 
each  other ; inordinate  pain  is  felt  in  erections. 
The  soreness  has  been  known  to  reach  as  far  as 
the  anus.  From  the  great  degree  of  irritation  of 
the  parts,  obstinate  erections  are  very  frequent  in 
the  Gonorrhoea.  In  most  stages  of  the  Gonor- 
rhoea, there  is  a greater  fulness  in  the  penis,  and 
its  (/Ians,  though  it  may  not  be  fully  erected. — 
The  pain  at  these  times  is  not  always  violent. 

Of  the  other  symptoms,  which  attend  the  Go- 
norrhoea in  men,  1 shall  treat  under  separate 
heads,  as  they  appear  to  be  distinct  diseases,  and 
have  frequently  been  considered  as  such,  though 
they  are  not  so  in  reality.

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The  appearances  of  the  Gonorrhoea  in  women, 
are  somewhat  different  from  those,  which  we  have 
been  considering-.  The  difference  arises  from  the 
more  simple  construction  of  the  parts  liable  to  be 
affected.  Both  sexes  experience  similar  unplea- 
sant and  painful  sensations  in  passing  urine ; the 
discharge  of  mucous  matter  is  also  the  same ; 
and  both  are  troubled  with  uneasiness  and  pain 
in  walking  and  sitting.  From  the  more  simple 
formation  of  the  generative  organs,  women  are 
not  subject  to  strictures ; and,  indeed,  all  the 
symptoms  of  the  Gonorrhoea  are  usually  so 
slight,  that  they  scarcely  feel  any  other  inconve- 
nience than  in  the  discharge  of  discoloured  mucus. 

The  seat  of  this  disorder  in  women,  is  the  va- 
gina, urethra,  labia,  clitoris,  or  nymphos ; but, 
even  when  the  patient  complains  of  intolerable 
pain  in  these  parts,  their  appearance  is  seldom 
different  from  those  which  are  not  affected.  From 
this,  it  is  evident,  that  some  difficulty,  in  deter- 
mining whether  a woman,  under  circumstances  of 
pain  in  these  parts,  be  infected  with  the  venereal 
or  not;  nor  is  the  difficulty  at  all  alleviated,  by 
the  pain  being  accompanied  with  a discharge  pf 
matter;  for  the  discharge  in  the  venereal  can 
scarcely  be  distinguished  from  the  Fluor  albus , 
or  Whites  ; a disease  which  may  readily  be  mis- 
taken for  the  Gonorrhoea.  Even  where  ulcers 
appear  on  the  parts,  we  still  have  no  certainty 
that  they  are  of  venereal  origin  ; for  women  who 
have  been  slightly  injured  in  the  uterus  and  blad- 
der, in  a laborious  child-birth,  sometimes  exhibit 
symptoms  exactly  resembling  those  of  the  Go- 
norrhoea, particularly  if  they  are  of  a scorbutic 
or  scrophulous  habit.  There  seems  to  be  no 
other  criterion  for  ascertaining  whether  a woman 
have  contracted  this  disease  or  not,  but  from  the 
character  and  conduct  of  the  person  with  whom 
she  has  had  connection. 
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The  part  iu  a woman,  which  is  most  likely  to 
he  the  first  to  be  infected,  is  the  vagina,  or  sheath, 
and  it  then  resembles  the  same  disease  in  the 
plans  'penis  of  men.  This  part  is  possessed  of 
but  little  action  or  sensation,  but  the  disease 
spreads  until  it  attacks  such  tender  parts  as  are 
liable  to  inflammation.  These  parts  are  the  ca- 
runculae  nu/rtiformes,  the  inside  of  the  labia,  the' 
meatus  urinarius,  and  others,  in  which  sensation 
resides.  When  these  are  affected,  the  soreness  is 
frequently  so  great,  that  the  patient  dreads  any 
of  them  being  even  gently  touched.  One  great 
mark  of  difference  between  the  symptoms  of  this- 
disorder  in  women  and  men,  is,  that  sometimes 
the  infectious  matter  from  the  vagina  of  the  for- 
mer, passes  along  the  perinaeum  to  the  anus , 
where  it  produces  chancres,  or  otherwise  a simi- 
lar discharge  of  matter.  The  bladder  and  kid- 
neys of  women  are  also,  as  in  men,  susceptible  of 
irritation,  with  painful  consequences. 

I shall  now  proceed  to  the  proper  mode  of 
treating  this  complaint,  in  which  it  is  obvious, 
the  patient  must  attend  to  the  symptoms,  with 
which  he  feels  himself  affected,  at  the  time. — 
jBhoukl  he  feel  much  pain,  heat  and  difficulty  in 
voiding  urine,  at  the  first  attack  of  the  Gonor- 
rhoea, he  should  keep  the  body  open,  as  before 
observed,  and  use  any  of  the  following  sedative 
injections  : —

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While  the  patient  is  allaying  the  irritation,  by 
Using  either  of  these  injections,*  his  efforts  will  be 
considerably  assisted  by  drinking  copiously  of 
mucilaginous  draughts,  such  as  barley-water, 
linseed-tea,  or  thin  mucilage  of  Gum.  Acacise. — 
At  all  times,  when  inflammatory  symptoms  are 
present,  abstinence  from  spirituous  liquors  must 
be.  observed,  or  very  moderately  used.f 


* The  following  injection,  which  is  second  to  none, 
when  the  irritability  of  the  urethra  in  making  water  is 
violent,  is  readily  obtained,  and  the  patient  may  pre- 
pare it  himself: — 

Takt  a small  haudful  of  Plaintain  leaves,  and  a large  Poppy 
head — boil  in  two  quarts  of  water  until  oue  pint  has  evapo- 
rated ; to  which  add,  when  strained  through  a flannel  bag,

Dissolve  the  Gum.  Opii  in  the  injection,  while  hot. 

Of  whichsoever  of  these  injections  the  patient  may 
make  choice,  he  must  throw  up  the  urethra  a small 
table-spoonful  every  two  or  three  hours ; or,  every 
time  after  making  water.  The  syringe  most  proper  to 
be  made  use  of  in  this  complaint,  is  the  bottle  syringe, 
made  of  elastic  gum,  (See  Plate  10,  figure  3,) 
with  an  ivory  noozle,  about  half  an  inch  iu  length. 
Those  made  of  pewter  are  apt  to  do  mischief,  being 
too  long  and  small  iu  size.  When  the  injection  is 
thrown  up,  it  must  he  kept  until  warm,  by  confining 
the  lips  of  the  urethra  with  the  finger  and  thumb,  and  , 
then  let  out. 

t If  he  use  any  fermented  liquor,  the  best  which  he 
can  take  is  a little  white-wine  whey,  prepared  in  the 
following  manner : — 

Boil  a pint  of  new  milk,  and,  while  boiling,  add  to  it,  a 
quarter  of  a pint  of  good  white-wine $ theu  add  half  a pint  of 
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Although  violent  purgatives,  to  which  recourse 
was  formerly  deemed  indispensable,  are  now  pro* 
perly  avoided,  as  they  increase  the  disorder,  we 
are,  by  no  means,  to  reject  opening  medicines. — 
This  course,  which  others  have  adopted,  is  equally 
dangerous.  They  are  extremes,  which  no  ex- 
perienced practitioner  would  recommend.  The 
body  must  be  kept  gently  open;  and,  for  this 
purpose,  where  the  Merone  Pills  cannot  be  ob- 
tained, any  of  the  following  preparations  may  be 
employed,  according  to  the  palate  of  the  pa- 
tient : —

As 
there  are  persons  to  whom  this  form  of  medicine 
is,  on  many  accounts,  disagreeable,  they  may 
take  the  following  electuary  : —

When,  by  an  adherence  to  the  course  here  laid 
down,  the  inflamniatoi'y  symptoms  abate,  it  will 
be  nessary  to  discontinue  the  use  of  sedative  in- 
jections, and  adopt  those  of  an  astringent  nature.

These  injections  are  to  be  used  in  the  same 
manner  as  before  directed. 

There  are  two  cases,  in  which  either  of  the  fol- 
lowing injections  will  be  attended  with  easing. 
Beneficial  effects ; as,  when  the  inflammation  has, 
ixL  a great  measure,  subsided,  and  the  discharge 
of  matter  still  retains  its  virulence;  and  also, 
when  it  may  be  suspected,  that  the  urethra  is 
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ulcerated.  The  consequence  of  using  them,  will 
be  a removal  of  the  heat  of  urine,  a diminishing 
of  the  discharge,  and,  in  short,  of  speedily  eradi- 
cating the  disorder.

When  the  bladder  becomes  affected,  in  conse- 
quence of  inflammation,  which,  however,  is  not 
frequently  the  case,  it  may  be  known  by  the  pain 
and  difficulty  of  making  urine,  which  is  some- 
times wholly  suppressed  ; the  following  injection 
should  be  tlirowu  up  into  the  bladder,  which  will 
abate  this  troublesome  symptom  : —

With  respect  to  the  cure  of  this  disease,  in 
women,  1 have  only  to  observe,  that  the  same 
means  as  are  recommended  for  the  other  sex,  are 
proper  in  this  ; but  as  the  parts  of  women  are  by 
no  means  so  irritable  as  those  of  men,  the  injec- 
tions may  be  made  twice  as  strong.  After  the 
use  of  injections,  they  may  anoint  the  parts  as  far 
up  as  possible,  with  unguent,  hydrar.  and  fre- 
quently wash  the  external  parts  with  either  of  the 
injections.  When  the  disease  has  attacked  the 
vagina  only,  the  cure  is  uncommonly  easy ; hence 
an  application  of  the  proper  remedies,  on  the  first 
appearance  of  the  symptoms,  will  save  them  much 
paiu  and  inconvenience. 

Before  I close  this  Chapter,  it  will  be  neces- 
sary to  make  a few  observations  on  the  decline 
and  extinction  of  the  symptoms  of  the  Virulent 
Gonorrhoea , under  the  treatment  which  I have 
here  recommended.  One  of  the  first  indications 
of  the  abatement  of  the  disorder,  is  the  decrease 
of  the  heat  of  urine;  and,  indeed,  of  all  pain  in 
the  part.  This  is  sometimes  succeeded  by  a 
sense  of  itching,  not  unlike  that  which  is  expe- 
rienced at  the  commencement  of  the  disease. — 
The  itching  gradually  disappears,  and,  at  the 
Bame  time,  the  uneasy  sensation  about  the  loins, 
hips,  and  the  parts  adjacent,  is  also  removed. 
The  glans  penis  begins  to  assume  its  natural 


state,  gradually  becoming  more  unlike  the  ripe 
cherry,  to  which  it  has  been  compared . 

The  copious  discharge  of  matter  which,  was 
before  thin,  aci'id  and  discoloured,  diminishes, 
and  the  matter  itself  becomes  pale,  and  of  a 
slimy,  or  ropy  consistence,  increasing  gradually 
in  consistence,  until  it  assumes  the  form  of  a ne- 
cessary natural  fluid.  These  are  the  most  cer- 
tain signs  of  the  termination  of  this  disorder. 
Sometimes,  in  the  course  of  a month,  similar 
symptoms  have  re-appeared ; but  these,  in  th« 
opinion  of  the  most  experienced,  are  not  of  a 
venereal  nature.  They  are,  therefore,  not  to  be 
viewed  with  apprehension,  especially  as  they 
may  be  easily  removed,  by  some  or  other  of  the 
means  recommended  for  the  treatment  of  the 
particular  symptoms,  which  may  thus  re-appear. 

CHAP.  III. 

Treatment  of  the  Cliordee , or  Incurved  Penis. 

The  Chordee  is  a common  consequence  of  the  in- 
flammation which  attends  the  Gonorrhoea,  and  is  par- 
ticularly apt  to  affect  those  persons  to  whom  the 
venereal  infection  is  novel.  It  happens,  when  the 
inflammation  has  attacked  the  reacular  membrane,  by 
which  a curvature  of  the  penis  is  occasioned,  at  the 
time  of  erection.*  The  incurvature  is  downwards, 
and  is  attended  with  considerable  pain,  in  proportion 
to  the  degree  of  inflammation  of  the  parts,  at  this 
time. 

The  removal  of  this  symptom  is  considerably  acce- 
lerated by  fomenting  the  part  with  warm  milk  and 
water,  and  by  rubbing  in  the  size  of  a grey  pea  of 


♦See  Plate  10,  uuraber  1- 
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strong  unguent,  hjdrar.  (to  which  may  be  added  a 
small  quantity  of  gum  camphor,  (twice  a day,  under 
the  penis,  the  whole  length  of  the  urethra.  These 
painful  erections  are  frequently  removed  by  taking 
twenty  or  thirty  drops  of  tinct.  opii,  in  a glass  of 
water,  at  bed  time ; and  if  that  quantity  be  not  suffi- 
cient,  five  drops  must  be  added,  each  night,  until  the 
medicine  prove  effective.  When  the  pain  is  into- 
lerable, leeches  may  be  applied  to  the  aggrieved  part, 
with  no  bad  effect.  The  bowels  should  also  be  kept 
gently  open  with  two  of  the  Merone  Pills,  morning 
and  evening,  washing  them  down  as  before  recom- 
mended. Bleeding  and  violent  purging  are  here 
equally  improper  and  useless : there  needs  no  altera- 
tion in  diet,  or  hindrance  to  business,  unless  great  in- 
flammation should  attend  the  Chordee. 

The  following  pills  will  prove  of  the  greatest  effi- 
cacy, in  this  stage  of  the  disease ; I have  never  known 
them  to  fail  iu  producing  a most  beueficial  effect:—

the  painful  symptoms  continues.  These  pills,  how- 
ever, are  not  to  be  taken  h'  the  tinct.  opii  be  used. 


CHAP.  IV. 

Treatment  of  the  Chancre. 

The  Chancre  is  the  second  local  form  under  which 
the  Venereal  disease  presents  itself,  and  is  found  iu 
subjects  of  both  sexes.  It  is  known  by  its  obstinacy 
in  yielding  to  medical  treatment,  and  by  its  hard 
thickened  base,  and  prominent  edges.  This  latter  is 
its  distinguishing  characteristic;  for,  in  some  cases. 
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the  common  inflammation  may  extend  much  farther 
than  the  seat  of  the  ulcer.  The  difficulty  with  which 
the  Chancre  is  cured,  is  common  to  all  Venereal 
ulcers ; but  it  is  also  found  in  sores  which  have  not  a 
venereal  origin. 

Although  the  chancre  may  appear  on  other  parts  of 
the  body,  to  which  the  syphilitic  poison  have  been 
applied,  those  of  generation  are  most  liable  to  be 
affected.  The  poison,  applied  to  any  part  which  is 
covered  with  a thin  skin,  to  a fresh  wound,  or  an  old 
ulcer,  will  have  the  effect  of  producing  the  Chancre ; 
and,  therefore,  we  ought  to  attend  to  its  distinguish- 
ing marks,  and  to  the  causes  by  which  it  may  be  pro- 
duced ; for  persons  have  been  affected  with  Chancres, 
without  any  impure  coition. 

There  is  no  certainty  in  the  distance  of  time,  be- 
tween the  appearance  of  the  Chancre  and  the  absorp- 
tion of  the  infectious  matter.  In  some  cases,  they 
have  appeared  in  a day  or  two,  while  in  others  there 
has  been  no  ulceration  of  the  kind  for  two  months. — 
In  many  respects,  this  difference  has  arisen  from  the 
nature  of  the  parts,  which  have  received  the  poison  ; 
thus,  applied  to  the  lips  or  nostrils,  it  will  cause  a 
Chancre,  but  if  applied  to  an  excoriated  part,  as  fre- 
quently happens,  in  some  stages  of  the  Gonorrhoea,  its 
appearance  in  this  case  would  be  much  sooner  than 
in  the  former. 

In  men,  this  species  of  ulceration  is  most  commonly 
found  upon  the  prcepuce,  the  freenum,  and  in  that  part 
immediately  lying  between  the  glans,  the  body  of  the 
penis,  and  on  the  pubes;  while,  in  women,  the  nym- 
phee  and  clitoris,  being  the  parts  of  generation  most 
endowed  with  sensation,  are  the  parts  most  liable  to 
be  affected.  Cases,  however,  have  occurred,  in  which 
Chancres  have  attacked  even  the  vagina.  Some  have 
had  them  so  deeply  situated  as  the  surface  of  the. 
os  uteri.  But  Chancres,  which  give  very  great  pain, 
sometimes  appear  on  the  nipples  of  women,  in  conse- 
quence of  giving  suckle  to  infected  children. 

The  first  appearance  of  Chancre  is  attended  with  a 
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degree  of  itching  on  the  part,  in  consequence  of  a 
slight  inflammation,  which  soon  turns  to  an  ulcer.  In 
some  persons,  it  comes  on  under  the  form  of  a small 
pustule  or  pimple,  filled  with  a diaphorous  watery 
fluid,  'this  also  becomes  an  ulcer. 

The  simplest  method  of  treating  an  early  Chancre, 
is  to  sprinkle  a little  sub.  mur.  hydrar,  upon  it ; or, 
w hich  is  better,  in  many  cases,  he  may  wash  the  pis- 
tule  with  the  following  lotion:. — 

1^-  Aq.  Calcis,  5 j- 
Hydr.  Submur.  3 iv. 

Terantur  in  mortario  vitreo  pro  Iotio. 

The  patient  must  dip  a small  pledget  of  lint  into 
this  lotion,  and  apply  it  under  the  preepuce,  which 
must  be  carefully  drawn  back,  so  as  to  cover  the 
pledget,  when  the  preepuce  is  returned  to  it  proper 
situation.  This  is  to  be  repeated  three  or  four  times 
a day. 

When  the  Chancre  is  very  obstinate,  and  of  long 
continuance,  it  must  be  sprinkled  with  a little  hydr. 
sub.  sulp/t.  Jfcrv.  once  every  twenty-four  hours,  until 
the  ulcer  is  perfectly  cleared  from  fungous  or  callous 
flesh,  and  morbid  matter,  when  it  may  be  discontinued. 
Previously  to  applying  this  powder,  a camel  hair- 
pencil  must  be  dipped  in  the  following  lotion,  and 
drawn  across  the  diseased  part: —

As  soon  as  these  applications  are  made,  a small 
portion  of  the  following  ointment  must  be  spread 
upon  tf  piece  of  lint,  the  siae  of  the  ulcer,  and  laid 
upon  it: —

As  soon  as  the  callous  flesh  js  removed,  the  sore 
may  be  healed  by  using  the  camel  hair  pencil  and 
lotion,  as  before  directed,  and  afterwards  covering 
the  part  with  the  plaister,  three  or  four  times  a day.

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During  the  continuance  of  the  Chancre,  any  one  of 
the  medicines  prescribed  in  pages  20  and  21,  ought  to 
be  taken,  following  the  directions  given  with  them. 

As  1 have  before  observed,  the  parts  of  women  are 
more  simple  than  those  of  men,  and,  are  consequently, 
more  easily  restored  to  their  proper  condition,  But 
in  this  case,  it  is  difficult  to  keep  dressings  upon 
them  ; hence  it  will  be  necessary  to  sawh  them  repeat- 
edly with  the  following  lotion  : —

It  will  materially  assist  the  cure,  if  the  patient  can 
contrive  to  keep  a small  pledget  of  lint,  dipped  in  this 
lotion,  constantly  between  the  parts,  renewing  it  when 
it  becomes  dry. 

Or,  the  patient  may  use  the  following  liniment: —

With  this  she  must  rub  the  parts  well  repeatedly, 
and  use  the  same  internal  medicines  as  are  recommended 
for  the  male,  in  this  disorder.— Cleanliness  in  both 
sexes  cannot  receive  too  much  attention.

Of  the  Phymosis. 

There  are  two  very  unpleasant  and  painful  symp- 
toms, which  attend  the  venereal  disease  in  males,  and 
which  arise  in  consequeuce  of  great  irritation  of  the 
glans  and  prcepuce.  They  are  technically  denomi- 
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Bated  Pfn/mosis  and  Paraphymosis,  and  both  arise 
from  an  enlargement  and  increased  thickness  of  the 
cellular  membranes  of  the  prcepuce.  This  tumefaction, 
which  is  not  often  very  easily  reduced,  is  sometimes 
attendant  on  the  Gonorrhoea,  but  is  more  frequently 
the  consequence  of  neglecting,  or  of  badly  treating 
Chancres.  At  present,  I shall  treat  only  of  the  for- 
mer. 

The  Phymosis*  is  a constriction  of  the  prcepuce , 
from  irritating  causes,  such  as  the  action  of  the  vene- 
real virus,  which  takes  place  when  that  skin  covers 
the  glans,  and  is  thus  prevented  from  being  drawn 
back,  so  as  to  uncover  the  glans.  In  this  state. 
Chancres,  if  none  existed  before,  are  almost  the  in- 
evitable consequence ; for  the  morbid  matter  is  pre- 
vented from  being  washed  off,  and,  therefore,  accu- 
mulates, and  becomes  more  and  more  virulent,  in  pro- 
portion to  the  time  it  remains  between  the  glans  and 
prcepuce. 

From  the  great  difficulty  of  arriving  at  the  imme- 
diate cause  of  ihis  disease,  it  is  evident,  that  we  cannot 
too  much  endeavour  to  prevent  its  appearance,  on  the 
very  first  alarm.  If,  therefore,  the  patient  should  per- 
ceive any  tumefaction  of  the  prcepuce,  particularly,  if 
it  should  be  so  great  as  to  prevent  its  being  drawn 
back  with  ease,  or  if  it  can  be  drawn  back  with  pain 
and  difficulty,  he  must,  if  he  have  the  opportunity, 
keep  to  his  bed;  but,  at  all  events,  he  must  keep  as 
quiet  as  he  possibly  cau,  frequently  soaking  the  penis 
in  warm  milk  and  water,  and  washing  the  diseased  part 
with  the  foilwing  lotion: — - 
Gum  Opii,  3 j.

Or,  he  may  use  the  liniment  prescribed  in  page 

20.

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When,  notwithstanding  every  possible  precaution 
has  been  taken,  an  actual  Phymosis  takes  place,  re- 
medies.of  a different  nature  must  be  applied.  Scarce- 
ly any  thing  but  injections  between  the  prcepuce  and 
glam,  can  now  be  presented.  In  older  to  wash  off 
the  morbid  matter,  a little  milk  and  water,  as  warm 
as  the  patient  can  bear,  should  be  frequently  injected  be- 
tween the  parts.  The  lotion  prescribed  in  page  20,  may 
be  used  as  an  injection.  If  it  can  be  effected,  a small 
pledget  of  lint,  steeped  in  the  lotion,  should  be  intro- 
duced between  the  prcepuce  and  g/ans,  and  renewed  as 
often  as  it  becomes  dry.  This  must  be  repeated  until 
the  prcepuce  is  so  reduced  as  to  admit  of  the  mode  of 
treatment  which  is  advised  for  Chancres.  At  the 
same  time,  it  will  be  necessary  to  keep  the  penis  sus- 
pended in  a proper  bandage;  or,  when  that  cannot  be 
procured,  a handkerchief,  used  in  the  following  man- 
ner, will  answer  the  purpose: — 'A  piece  of  list  is  to  be 
lied  round  the  waist,  and  two  opposite  corners  of  the 
handkerchief  are  to  be  tied  to  the  list,  and  the  perns  is 
to  be  placed  in  the  handkerchief.  This  is  to  be  con- 
tinued until  all  unfavourable  symptoms  disappear. 

If  these  methods  of  treatment  be  not  strictly  adhered 
to,  very  dangerous  consequences  may  be  apprehended; 
and  in  no  stage  of  the  venereal  is  negligence  of  cleanli- 
ness attended  with  such  serious  effects.  The  patient 
will  perceive  the  utility  of  this  caution,  when  he  is  in- 
formed, that  all  the  parts  of  generation,  from  the 
penis  to  tile  scrotum  and  testicles,  have  been  totally 
lost  by  mortification,  in  consequence  of  filth  and  neg- 
lect; and,  in  maDy  cases,  the  bladder  itself  has  been 
slightly  injured,  and  in  others,  a mortification  of  that 
vessel  has  caused  death.  The  worst  of  these  conse- 
quences may,  however,  be  prevented  by  a timely  sur- 
gical operation,  of  which  I shall  proceed  to  shew  when 
the  necessity  is  most  urgent. 

In  consequence  of  Chancres  appearing  underneath 
the  prcepuce,  the  irritability  of  the  part  is  so  great, 
that  the  patient  dreads  to  draw  it  back  in  order  to 
cleanse  the  diseased  part  from  the  poisonous  discharge 
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from  the  ulcer.  By  suffering  that  discharge  to  re* * 
main,  it  adheres  to  the  nut  of  the  pern's,  and  dries,  so 
as  to  unite  it  to  the  prcepuce.  The  circulation  of 
fluids  in  the  parts  are  then  slopped,  and  the  prcepuce 
being  of  a spongy  texture,  becomes  so  rigid  as  not  to 
admit  of  being  drawn  back  by  any  means.  In  this 
case,  which  is  a certain  consequence  of  suffering  it  to 
remain  iu  its  natural  position  at  first,  a surgical  ope- 
ration is  absolutely  necessary,  to  preserve  the  nut  of 
the  penis.  In  this  stage,  the  patient  must  apply  to 
some  experienced  Surgeon.* 

An  improper  treatment  of  the  Phymosis,  causes  the 
inflammation  to  increase,  until  symptoms  of  incipient 
mortification  appear,  and  the  nut  of  the  penis,  and  the 
penis  itself,  are  endangered.  In  this  case,  the  dis- 
eased part  assumes  a livid  ash  coloured  appearance, 
attended  with  a sensation  of  dull  pain.  The  colour 
changes  to  a brown  or  green  ; these  are  the  symptoms 
of  a gangrene.  But  those  of  a mortification  are,  utter 
insensibility  of  the  part,  without  heat  or  motion,  a 
black  colour,  and  a most  intolerable,  cadaverous 
stench,  which  requires  the  apartment  of  the  patient  to 
be  repeatedly  fumigated  with  vinegar,  or  diluted  mu- 
riatic acid,  sprinkled  upon  quick-lime.f 

This  fatal  termination  of  an  inflammation,  is  fre- 
quently the  consequence  of  a very  erroneous  notion,  of 
removing  the  Pliymosis  with  ease  and  speed.  For 
this  purpose,  injections  of  the  most  drastic  kind,  are 
very  improperly  applied.  The  immediate  effect  of 
these  applications,  is  to  raise  the  inflammation  to  it» 
greatest  height;  sensation  in  the  part  entirely  ceases, 
and  mortification  begins.  The  danger  is  increased,  at 
this  period,  from  the  easy  and  comfortable  feeling 
of  the  patient,  who,  is  relieved  from  the  most  into- 
lerable agony,  so  that  lie  never  thinks  of  applying  for

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relief,  until  the  mortified  parts  spontaneously  drop 
from  his  body.* 

On  the  first  indication,  that  the  parts  arc  about  to 
mortify,  such  as  the  ash  colour  of  the  penis,  Ac.  I 
have  found  no  external  application  of  equal  efficacy 
with  ol.  olivee.  With  this  the  penis  is  to  be  bathed 
every  three  hours.  The  oil  must  be  as  hot  as  the 
patient  can  bear.  After  this  treatment,  it  will  be 
necessary  to  steep  a piece  of  lint  or  linen  cloth,  in 
the  following  liniment ; and  wrap  it  round  the 
penis : —

Over  the  cloths  steeped  in  the.  liniment  and  wrap-

As  soon  as  the  progress  of  the  mortification  is 
checked,  by  these  means,  the  fungous  flesh  must  be 
scarified  away,  and  the  callous  edges  remaining,  must 
be  sprinkled  with  a little  of  the  hydr.  sub.  sulph. 
fiav.  and  a little  of  the  following  ointment  is  to  be 
spiead  upon  a piece  of  lint,  and  laid  over  the  powder. 
This  is  to  be  repeated  as  long  as  any  callous  flesh  re- 
mains. 

R.  Hydr.  Nitr.  Rub. 

Unguent.  Resinae  Flav.  ana.  Misce. 

This  application,  which  ought  to  be  no  larger  than 
to  cover  the  powder,  will  cause  some  degree  of  pain. 
By  covering  the  whole  of  the  pern's  with  a plaister  of

the  following  ointment,  the  patient  will  experience 
immediate  relief: —

When  the  inflammation  has  subsided,  and  ihepart* 
are  inclined  to  heal,  a plaister  of  this  ointment  must 
be  applied  to  the  naked  ulcer,  so  as  to  leave  the  edges 
bare,  in  order  that  they  may  encrust.  The  crusted 
edges  are  to  be  suffered  to  peel  off,  and  the  plaister  is 
to  be  reduced  in  each  dressing,  until  the  ulcer  disap- 
pears, After  the  observations  which  I have  made,  on 
the  great  necessity  of  a strict  attention  to  cleanliness, 
1 scarcely  need  to  advise  the  patient,  every  time  that 
he  applies  the  plaister,  to  be  very  careful  in  gently 
wiping  away  the  morbid  matter  of  the  ulcer,  with  a 
piece  of  lint. 

With  respect  to  internal  medicine,  if  the  body  be 
costive — Take  two  grains,  every  sixth  hour,  till  it 
operates,  of  pilulcE  de  gutta  gamandra.  Or,  if  the 
patient  dislike  pills,  he  may  take  the  balsam  prescribed 
in  page  21,  according  to  the  directions. 


CHAP.  VI. 

# 

Of  the  Paraphymosis. 

This  is  a disease  of  ihe  praepuce,  which,  as  well 
as  the  Phymosis,  arises  from  great  inflammation, 
and  irritation  from  the  action  of  the  virulent  mat- 
ter of  Chancres,  on  the  parts.  As  in  the  Phy- 
mosis, there  is  a constriction  of  the  prsepuce , 
whieh  keeps  it  constantly  covering  the  ylans 
penis  ; so,  in  Paraphymosis,  the  constriction  re- 
tains the  priepuee  behind  the  ylans,  and,  until 


the  cause  be  removed,  the  praepuce  cannot  he 
drawn  over  the  glans  penis*  Sometimes,  this 
complaint  is  the  necessary  consequence  of  a dis- 
eased Phymosis thus,  when  the  operation  has 
succeeded  in  drawing  the  praepuce  back,  so  as  to 
expose  the  causes  of  irritation  and  tumefaction, 
by  which  he  is  better  enabled  to  remove  the  com- 
plaint, the  cellular  membrane  thickens,  and  ob- 
stinately retains  the  praepuce  behind  the  glans. 

When  the  praepuce  is  in  this  state,  a lymphatic 
humaur  fills  the  spongy  body  of  the  praepuce, 
and  gives  it  a transparent  watery  appearance. — 
To  remove  this  peculiar  swelling,  some  Sur- 
geons absurdly  persist  in  the  use  of  poultices 
and  fomentations ; and  thus,  instead  of  checking 
it,  suffer  the  disease  to  gain  ground.  The  con- 
sequence of  this  injudicious  treatment  is,  that,  in. 
the  end,  the  patient  is  obliged  to  undergo  the 
torture  of  a thorough  incision  of  the  praepuce. 

The  proper  and  most  effectual  mode  is  simple, 
and  is  that  which  is  pointed  out  by  nature  her- 
self. All  that  is  necessary,  is  to  open  a passage 
for  the  chrystalline  matter,  by  punctures,  with 
the  point  of  a lancet  or  sharp  pen-knife,  and 
pressing  it  out  in  the  same  manner  as  water  out 
of  a sponge.  The  Chancres,  upon  the  prepuce, 
which  are  the  cause  of  the  Paraphymosis  and  the 
chrystalline  matter, t must  be  treated  in  the  man- 
ner directed  for  Chancres.  When  the  Chancres 
have  completely  disappeared,  the  punctures  must 
he  healed  with  the  following  ointment,  applying 
it  twice  a day  : — 

R Hydr.  Nitrat.  Rub.  3 iij. 

Amyris  Elemifer.  Unguent.  5 j.  Misce. 
fi.  unguentum.

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When  a Parapliymosis  takes  place,  without 
Chancres , the  praepuce  must  be  drawn  over  the 
glans,  with  the  finger  and  thumb,  after  the  punc- 
tures have  been  made ; and,  in  order  to  prevent 
Chancres  from  arising,  as  tvell  as  to  heal  tile 
parts,  small  pledgets  of  lint  steeped  in  sp.  cam- 
phor. must  be  introduced  between  the  glans  and 
praepuce.  These  are  to  be  kept  on  the  part  af- 
fected, renewing  them  as  frequently  as  possible, 
at  least  two  or  three  times  a day.  In  cases  of  a 
stubborn  nature,  the  pledgets  must  be  steeped  in 
the  following  lotion  : — 

Sp.  Camphor®,  5 i. 

Ol.  Terebenth.  3 j. 

Sp.  Ammon.  5 jss.  Misce.

Both  in  Phymosis  and  Parapliymosis , it  will 
be  necessary  to  rub  op  the  inside  of  the  thighs, 
unguent,  liydrar . fort . the  size  of  a small  horse 
bean,  every  night,  at  going  to  bed;  and  it  will 
be  necessary  to  wear  flannel  next  to  the  skin. 

As  to  the  internal  medicine,  the  patient  may 
select,  according  to  his  taste,  any  of  the  pills, 
electuaries,  or  balsams,  recommended  for  the 
other  symptoms  of  the  Gonorrhoea. 


CHAP.  VII. 

Of  Carunculae,  Verrucve  Syphiliticee,  and,  other 
Excrescences. 

The  action  of  the  venereal  poison,  under  the  prat- 
puce,  sometimes  occasions  a variety  of  morbid  excre- 
scences, which  are  commonly  called  warts.*  Some-

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limes,  when  a Chancre  has  dried  over,  the  matter  be- 
ing confined,  has  occasioned  warts  to  rise  ; and,  in 
fact,  there  is  always  the  strongest  tendency  to  the  for- 
mation of  these  cutaneous  tumours,  in  those  parts  which 
have  been  affected  by  that  ulceration.  From  their 
peculiar  formation,  the  friction  of  other  bodies  against 
these  excrescences,  will  cause  profuse  emissions  of 
blood,  attended  with  considerable  pain. 

The  modes  of  treating  them  are  various,  according 
to  their  form  ; and,  in  some  cases,  the  patient’s  fears 
of  cutting  instruments,  must  be  consulted.  The 
knife,  caustics,  or  escharotics,  may  be  applied  ; but 
these  modes,  though  most  speedy  in  removing  this 
symptom,  when  the  neck  of  the  wart  is  small,  are  not 
absolutely  necessary,  If  the  patient  does  not  ap- 
prove of  having  them  removed  by  means  of  instru- 
ments, a piece  of  silk  thread  tied  tightly  round  them, 
will  cause  them  to  decay  and  finally  separate.  By 
what  means  soever  this  is  effected,  it  will  be  necessary 
to  apply  a little  caustic  to  their  basis,  lest  they  should 
re-appear,  and  occasion  the  patient  to  undergo  all  that 
he  has  already  suffered.  It  is,  therefore,  necessary,  in 
order  to  destroy  the  root,  which  does  not  always  sepa- 
rate with  the  wart,  to  penetiate  with  the  caustic,  a 
little  below  the  surface.  Any  of  tire  caustics  have 
the  power  of  effecting  the  decay,  and  separation  of 
cutaneous  tumours ; and,  therefore,  they  may  be 
touched  with  the  metallic  salts,  such  as  cupri.  sulph. 
or  argent,  nitratum,  accordingly  as  they  are  pre- 
ferred. 

One  of  the  best  stimulants  used,  is  the  following: — 
Capiat.  Fol.  Sabina, 

Cupri,  iTrug.  ana.  Mistura. 

It  sometimes  happens,  that  they  will  re-appear,  even 
when  there  is  no  veuereal  taint  in  the  body,  in  conse- 
quence of  an  accumulation  of  moist  matter  on  the 
part.  In  order,  therefore,  to  effect  a total  eradica- 
tion, it  will  be  advisable  to  sprinkle  a little  hydrar. 
sub.  muriat.  upon  it,  for  the  purpose  merely  of  free-. 
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ing  it  from  the  moisture.  A little  dry  lint  should  be 
laid  over  the  powder. 

Another  mode  of  treating  warts,  is  to  apply  with  a 
camel  hair  pencil,  a little  of  the  foliowing  lotion: — 
Capiat,  Hydra,  Oxymur.  3 ij, 

Aq.  Calcis,  o j*  Misce. 
f>.  lotione. 

After  the  application  of  this  lotion,  a little  of  the 
hydra,  sub.  sulph.  Jlav.  should  be  sprinkled  upon  it, 
and  a plaister  of  the  unguent,  hydrar.  fort,  is  to  be 
placed  over  all. 

Caruncles,  or  excrescences,  which  are  formed  on 
the  inside  of  the  urethra,  the  patient  must  endeavour 
to  break  with  a bougie.  For  the  manner  of  using  this 
instrument,  he  will  find  ample  instructions  in  the 
Treatment  of  Strictures. 


CHAP.  VIII. 

Of  the  Swelled  Testicle. 

The  inflammation  of  the  testicles  is  a very 
common  attendant  on  the  Gonorrhoea,  and  may 
arise  from  a variety  of  causes.  Sometimes  it  is 
caused  by  an  improper  use  of  astringent  injec- 
tions ; sometimes  it  arises  from  severe  exercise, 
when  under  the  influence  of  the  Gonorrhoea ; and 
not  unfrequently,  from  unskilful  treatment  of 
that  symptom  of  venereal  infection.  It  generally 
shews  itself  soon  after  the  running  has  been  pre- 
maturely stopped,  from  any  of  those  causes,  and 
is  accompanied  with  a very  painful  sensation. — 
The  inflammation,  for  the  most  part,  attacks  only 
one  of  the  testicles ; but  I have  often  met  with 
instances  of  both  being  equally  swelled. 

On  the  first  appearance  of  the  tumefaction  of 
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the  testicles , a soft  spongy  fulness  of  the  whole 
of  that  organ  is  perceptible.  This  at  length  be- 
comes a hard  swelling,  and  is  attended  with  great 
pain.*  The  loins  and  pelvis  are  peculiarly  affec- 
ted with  a sensation  of  weakness ; the  small  of 
the  back  is  painful ; pains  are  felt  in  the  bowels  ; 
sickness,  and  even  vomiting,  take  place  ; and  the 
digestion  is  defective. 

To  affect  a reduction  of  this  agonizing  symp- 
tom, the  following  treatment  is  necessary  : — In 
most  cases,  topical  bleeding,  by  means  of  leeches, 
will  be  highly  serviceable.  Every  species  of 
bodily  exercise,  particularly  riding  or  walking, 
should  be  avoided,  as  it  irritates  the  part,  and 
tends  to  increase  the  disorder.  The  regimen 
ought  to  be  spare,  and,  where  circumstances  will 
admit,  the  patient  should  confine  himself  to  bed, 
as  long  as  he  can,  lying  on  his  back.  The 
testicle  should  be  prevented  from  bearing  its  own 
weight,  by  means  of  a suspending  bandage ; or 
the  scrotum  may  be  beld  in  a handkerchief,  in  the 
manner  directed  in  Chap.  Y.  p.  30. 

Every  third  or  fourth  day,  the  following  powT- 
der  may  be  taken,  if  the  inflammation  be  not  con- 
siderable. 

Capiat,  Hydr.  Submur.  gr.  v. 

Pulv.  Jalapae,  3 ss.  Misce, 
f>.  pulvis. 

If  the  inflammation,  on  the  contrary,  be  great, 
it  will  be  advisable  to  take  a dose  of  the  follow- 
ing medicine,  three  or  four  times  a day  , 

Capiat,  Pottassas  Nitr.  dr.  ij. 

Pottassas  Supertart.  dr.  iij.  Misce. 
et,in  dos  x divide. 

In  the  interim,  between  taking  these  powders,

Ill  this  stage  of  the  disorder,  twenty  or  thirty 
drops  of  Tinct.  opii,  taken  at  bed  time,  will  tend 
to  allay  the  irritation.  At  the  same  time,  either 
of  the  following  embrocations  may  be  employed, 
to  bathe  the  parts,  as  many  times  a day  as  are 
convenient : —

Whichsoever  of  these  be  used,  it  would  be 
proper  to  steep  pledgets  of  lint  in  the  mixture, 
and  apply  them  to  the  parts  after  bathing  them, 
and  renewing  the  pledgets  as  often  as  they  become 
dry. 

If  a liniment  be  preferred  to  the  embrocation, 
the  following  should  be  used  as  above : —

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hardness  of  the  tumour  does  not,  in  some  degree, 
subside  on  the  next  morning,  it  will  be  proper  to 
take  a bolus  of  the  following  mixture: —

In  many  cases,  where  great  pain  is  experienced, 
in  consequence  of  costiveness,  immediate  relief

By  a proper  attention  to  the  above  directions, 
with  a moderate  care,  the  patient  will  experience 
the  most  beneficial  effects,  in  the  total  eradication 
of  all  the  inflammatory  symptoms,  which  are  at- 
tendant on  this  most  excruciating  stage  of  the 
Gonorrhoea. 

CHAP.  V.JX 
Bubo. 

The  Bubo  is  usually  considered  as  a kind  of  inter- 
mediate stale  between  ihe  local  and  the  constitu- 
tional disease.  The  glans  situated  nearest  the  parts, 
which  first  absorb  the  venereal  poison,  become  har- 
dened, swelled,  and  inflamed,  so  as  to  cause  the  Bubo. 
As  I have  before  observed,  the  generative  organs  are 
most  liable  to  come  first  in  contact  with  the  venereal 
virus;  and,  hence  the  inguinal  glans  are  usually  the 
first  to  exhibit  this  particular  symptom  of  the  dis- 
order. A Chancre,  or  other  ulcer  in  the  urethra, 
generally  presents  the  infectious  matter,  which  is  then 
absorbed  into  the  system.  1 have,  however,  had 
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cases,  in  which  the  Bubo  has  arisen  without  running, 
or  ulcer  of  any  kind 

A pain  in  the  groin,  attended  with  a degree  of 
swelling  and  hardness,  are  the  forerunners  of  the 
Bubo.  At  first,  the  tumour  is  about  the  size  of  a 
small  hazel  nut;  but  it  gradually  increases,  until,  at 
length,  it  becomes  the  size  of  an  egg.  The  skin 
about  the  tumour,  in  which  a throbbing  pulsation  is 
perceived,  becomes  very  red,  with  all  the  marks  of 
violent  inflammation.  The  patient  finds  considerable 
difficulty  and  pain  in  walking.  As  the  inguinal  glans 
are  subject  to  a variety  of  disorders,  such  as  an  ancur- 
ismus,  hernia,  inguinalis,  lumbar  abscess,  and  other 
swellings,  which  resemble  the  Bubo,  every  attention 
ought  to  be  paid  to  those  symptoms  which  charac- 
terise the  venereal  poison. 

The  particular  marks  which  distinguish  the  Syphi- 
litic Biibo,  from  other  swellings  on  the  groins,  are  as 
follows: — One  glans  only  is  usually  affected;  the  in- 
flamed part  is  of  a florid  red;  its  progress  to  ulcera- 
tion is  very  quick  ; one  abscess  only  appears  ; the  pain 
is  acute;  and  the  suppuration  is  proportionate  to  the 
size  of  the  inflamed  gland.* * 

There  are  two  very  different  modes  of  treating  the 
Bubo ; one  is  by  accelerating  its  suppuration,  which 
is  attended  with  so  many  inconveniences,  that,  every 
care  should  be  taken  to  prevent  it  from  arriving  at 
such  a state.  The  other  method  is,  by  endeavouring 
to  resolve,  or  disperse  it,  as  soon  as  it  makes  its  ap- 
pearance. If,  however,  the  Bubo  is  red,  hard,  and  of 
an  angry  description,  it  must  be  brought  forwards, 
until  it  is  necessary  to  open  the  tumour  with  the 
lancet.f 

Before  we  attempt  to  disperse  a Bubo,  some  atten- 
tion must  be  paid  to  its  appearance.  If  it  be  white, 
soft,  or  flabby,  it  may  generally  be  dispersed  by  rub- 
bing on  the  groin  and  inside  of  the  thighs,  the  size  of

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a sweet  pea  of  the  unguent,  hydr.  fort,  night  and 
morning;  wearing  flannel  next  the  skin.  Or  the  em- 
plastrum  hydrargyri,  may  be  kept  on  the  part,  till  it 
drops  off ; when,  if  occasion  requires,  it  may  be  re- 
newed. During  this  time,  the  following  drops  should 
be  taken  inwardly ; —

Of  thi.s,  ten,  fifteen,  or  twenty  drops,*  are  to  be 
taken  night  and  morning,  after  meals,  in  a glass  of 
mill:,  water-gruel,  or  chicken-broth,  in  which  a tea- 
spoonful of  pulv.  gum.  acacia  has  been  dissolved.  But 
the  Mcrone  Pills  will  totally  supersede  the  necessity 
of  taking  these  drops,  or  any  other  prescription. 

If  there  be  much  redness,  inflammation  and  throb- 
bing of  the  tumour,  it  will  be  proper  to  apply  four  or 
five  leeches,  at  the  same  time  keeping  the  body  gently 
open  with  any  of  the  laxatives  prescribed  for  the  Go - 
norrhcea.  As  the  bleeding,  occasioned  by  the  leeches, 
has  stopped,  the  parts  should  be  kept  wet  with  pledgets 
steeped  in  the  lotion  prescribed  in  Chap.  II.  page  19, 
and  a bread  and  milk  poultice,  moistened  with  a weak 
solution  of  liquor  plumbi  acetatis,  should  be  applied 
at  night. 

Sometimes,  notwithstanding  every  effort  at  preven- 
tion, the  Bubo  obstinately  advances  towards  suppura- 
tion ; in  which  case,  we  must  accelerate  it  by  every 
means  in  our  power.  For  this  purpose,  the  bread  and 
milk  poultice,  with  a little  ol.  oliva,  but  without  the 
liq.  plumbi  acet.  must  be  applied ; and  the  patient  is 
not  to  discourage  the  formation  of  pus,  by  any  of  the 
methods  before  recommended,  until  the  tumour  either 
breaks,  or  is  in  a condition  for  the  lancet,  or  the 
caustic.  When  this  has  taken  place,  a small  pledget

When  the  ulcer  is 
thoroughly  cleansed,  and  shews  a disposition  to  heal, 
it  must  be  covered  with  the  following  ointment : —

When,  from  a continued  use  of  the  unguent,  hydr.

The  quantity  of  a table-spoonful,  when  cold,  must 
be  used  as  a gargle,  keeping  it  in  the  mouth  till  it 
becomes  warm,  and  then  it  must  be  let  out.

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CHAP.  m.'HL 

Of  Strictures. 

When  certain  parts  of  the  urethra  are  contracted, 
from  inflammatory  causes,  Strictures  are  formed  in  it, 
which  obstruct  the  passage  of  the  urine,  and  suffer  it 
to  flow  only  by  single  drops,  instead  of  a constant  and 
continued  stream. 

Of  these  there  are  two  kinds,  the  Spasmodic  and  the 
Permanent  Stricture.  The  former  is  a sudden  con- 
traction of  the  urethra , which  thus  prevents  the  flow- 
ing of  the  urine ; but  it  is  a symptom  which  rarely 
arises  from  venereal  causes ; and,  indeed,  does  not 
properly  belong  to  this  class  of  disorders. 

The  Permanent  Stricture  is  caused  also  by  a con- 
traction of  the  urethra ; but  it.  is  one  of  longer  dura- 
tion, and  its  distinguishing  epithet.  It  does  not  oc- 
cupy much  length  of  the  passage;  and,  in  some  cases, 
not  more  than  if  part  bad  been  bound  with  a piece  of 
strong  thread.*  The  principal  seat  of  Strictures  is 
the  bulbous  part  of  the  penis,  near  the  prostrate 
glands,  which  are  sometimes  diseased  from  contraction 
and  suppuration.  Besides  being  most  subject  to 
Strictures,  this  part  sometimes  exhibits  those  of  the 
worst  kind.  They  are  mostly  very  slow  in  their  for- 
mation, and  the  patient  seldom  complains  until  a pas- 
sage for  the  urine  can  scarcely  be  procured. 

In  consequence  of  neglecting  to  apply  proper  reme- 
dies,  the  most  dreadful  cases  of  suppressed  urine  are 
often  met  with  in  the  course  of  practice.  Bougies  are 
the  most  usual  methods  employed  to  remove  Stric- 
tures. They  are  to  be  used  regularly,  and  for  a con- 
siderable length  of  time ; and  even  after  the  Stricture 
has  been  removed.  Instead  of  the  common  bougie,  I 
should  recommend  one  made  of  elastic  gum.  The

following  directions  are  absolutely  necessary  to  be  at- 
tended to  in  making  .use  of  them: — 

I,  To  begin  with  one  of  a moderate  size,  and  so  to 
increase  it  gradually;*  but  I would  advise  it  to  be 
held  a short  time  before  the  fire,  so  as  to  soften  it,  pre- 
vious to  its  introduction,  and  then  to  bend  it  to  the 
shape  of  a catheter,  so  as  to  adapt  it  to  the  curvature 
of  the  urethra,  by  which  means  its  passage  w ill  be  faci- 
litated. 

H.  To  employ  no  force  in  introducing  it;  but  when 
much  resistance  is  met  with,  to  be  content  with  merely 
suffering  its  point  to  press  against  the  Stricture,  for  a 
short  time,  each  day;  in  the  hope,  that  by  a perseve- 
ranee  in  this  plan,  a dilatation  of  the  contracted  part 
may  at  last  be  effected. 

III.  To  wear  it  first  only  for  about  half  an  hour, 
gradually  increasing  the  time  as  the  parts  can  bear  it, 
without  irritation. 

IV.  Never  to  pass  it  into  the  bladder,  except  at  first 
to  ascertain  the  extent  of  the  disease,  but  merely  to 
carry  its  point  beyond  the  Stricture,  or  Strictures, 
some  small  distance. 

V.  To  guard  against  its  slipping  into  the  bladder, 
by  bending  its  end,  and  tying  it  with  apiece  of  worsted 
thread,  fastened  to  the  penis. 

VI.  To  avoid  all  exercise,  while  it  is  in  the  urethra; — 
and, 

VII.  To  continue  its  use  for  a considerable  length 
of  time,  after  the  disappearance  of  the  Stricture;  and, 
again  to  have  recourse  to  it  on  the  least  return  of  ob- 
struction. 

In  cases  of  a long  standing,  where  there  are  no 
hopes  of  a perfect  recovery,  from  the  continued  use  of 
the  common  bougie,  the  application  of  caustics  be- 
comes indispensible.  It  was  formerly  the  practice,  to 
prepare  a bougie  for  this  purpose,  with  a piece  of 
lunar  caustic,  which  was  then  oiled  for  use,  and  called

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an  armed  bougie.  Before  its  introduction,  a common 
bougie  of  the  same  size  was  passed  down  the  urethra , 
to  ascertain  the  distance  of  the  Stricture  from  the 
orifice,  and  the  armed  bougie  was  introduced  the 
moment  the  other  was  withdrawn.  It  was  held  in  the 
passage  as  long  as  the  patient  could  bear  the  pain, 
which  is  always  acute  on  Ihe  first  application  of  that 
powerful  metallic  salt. 

An  inconvenieuce  attended  this  practice,  which  ap- 
pears to  have  entirely  escaped  the  attention  of  its  in- 
ventors. Undoubtedly,  a bougie  thus  prepared,  would 
effect  an  eradication  of  the  Stricture;  but,  at  the 
same  time,  it  endangered  the  whole  of  the  membrane 
of  the  urethra,  from  the  orifice  down  to  the  Stricture, 
both  in  its  introduction  and  retraction  ; for  the  caustic 
was  placed  naked  on  the  end  of  the  bougie,  and  con- 
sequently, there  was  no  precautionary  guard  against 
its  action  upon  the  parts  which  were  not  diseased.  I 
am  sorry  to  say,  that  by  far  the  greater  number  of 
practitioners,  absurdly  adhere  to  a mode  of  applying 
a valuable  remedy,  which  renders  it  as  dangerous  to 
the  patient  as  the  disease  itself. 

Instead  of  the  armed  bougie,  to  the  use  of  which  so 
many  serious  objections  arise,  I have  most  success- 
fully adopted  a mode  of  employing  the  catheter;*  at 
once  novel  and  original.  Besides,  at  the  same  time, 
that  it  is  wholly  free  from  objections  of  every  kind,  it 
is  productive  of  effects,  which  are  beyond  the  power 
of  any  other  instrument. 

When  the  situation  of  a Stricture  is  ascertained,  it 
is  evident,  from  what  I have  said,  that  a medicine 
must  be  introduced  to  it,  in  such  a manner,  that  no 
part  shall  be  acted  upon,  but  the  Stricture  itself.  For 
this  purpose,  I direct  an  elastic  gum  syringe  f to  be 
charged  with  the  following  lotion : — 
jRi  Argenti  Nitrat.

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If  the  arg.  nitr.  in  powder,  be  preferred,  it  may  be 
put  into  the  syringe,  and  thrown  up  in  the  same 
manner. 

After  this  charge,  the  silver  bodkin  is  to  be  with- 
drawn from  the  elastic  gum  catheter,*  which  must  be 
then  screwed  to  the  syringe.t 

Previously  to  applying  the  lotion,  it  w'ould  be  as 
well  to  inject  a little  acidum  vini,  to  ascertain  whether 
it  acts  upon  other  parts  not  affected  with  the  disease. 

It  may  not  be  unnecessary,  in  order  that  the  Patient 
or  Surgeon  may  comprehend  the  utility  of  this  im- 
proved instrument,  to  state,  that  this  catheter,  which 
is  made  for  this  express  purpose,  is  a little  hollow 
tube,  terminating  near  the  extremity  with  a hole  iu  the 
side,  the  end  itself  being  closed.  The  catheter,  thus 
affixed  to  the  elastic  syringe,  is  then  to  be  protruded 
down  the  urethra,  until  the  lateral  aperture  is  upon 
the  Stricture.  By  gently  pressing  the  elastic  syringe, 
the  lotion,  which  has  hitherto  remained  inert,  will  be 
forced  down  the  catheter,  and  through  the  aperture, 
directly  upon  the  Stricture,  upon  which  alone,  it  is 
obvious,  it  can  exert  any  action. j Before  this  opera- 
tion is  performed,  the  catheter,  after  being  lubricated 
with  ol.  amydalarum,  should  be  passed  down  the 
urethra,  in  order  to  ascertain  the  exact  position  of  the 
Stricture,  of  which  the  patient’s  feelings  will  readily 
inform  him.  A piece  of  thread  may  then  he  tied 
round  tiiu  catheter,  close  to  the  orilice  of  the  urethra , 
and  tne  catheter  may  then  be  screwed  upon  the 
syringe.  The  lubrication  must  be  repeated,  before  it 
is  again  introduced. 

In  this  operation,  it  is  clear,  how  materially  differ- 
ent and  superior  this  instrument  is  to  the  armed 
bougie;  but,  it  has  a still  more  decided  advantage.

J Should  the  ulcer  extend  round  the  urethra,  by  slowly  turn- 
ing the  instrument  round,  (taking  two  minutes  in  the  opera 
tion,)  the  whole  will  receive  the  benefit  of  the  remedy. 
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When  the  lotion  has  remained  sufficiently  long  in 
action  upon  the  Stricture,  by  removing  the  pressure 
of  the  finger  and  thumb  upon  the  syringe,  not  only  all 
the  unabsorbed  lotion  will  be  drawn  back  into  the 
syringe,  but  all  detached  fungous  flesh,  and  morbid 
matter,  will  also  be  drawn  out  of  the  urethra.  An 
effect,  which  no  other  means  can  produce.  It  is  un- 
necessary to  state,  that  the  catheter  must  exactly  fit 
the  urethra. 

In  hospital,  practice  cases  have  occurred,  in  which 
death  has  been  the  consequence  of  using  the  common 
bougie,  to  remove  calculary  obstructions,*  which  have 
accompanied  a Stricture.  By  means  of  this  improved 
instrument,  (the  closed  end  being  previously  cut  off,)f 
such  obstructions  might  be  readily  drawn  forwards* 
towards  the  orifice  of  the  urethra,  until  at  length  they 
are  totally  extracted.  The  common  bougie,  on  the 
contrary,  either  forces  them  into  some  of  the  lacuna, 
or  directly  into  the  bladder,  where  they  have  been  ori- 
ginally formed,  and  where  they  cause  that  most  excru- 
ciating of  all  diseases,  the  Stone. 

During  the  continuance  of  the  Stricture,  a spare 
diet,  any  of  the  sedative  injections,  the  warm  bath, 
rest,  and  opiates,  will  tend  to  relieve  the  patient  from 
any  unfavourable  symptom.  The  following  diuretic 
balsam,  it  will  be  requisite  to  be  taken,  after  shaking 
the  bottle,  in  the  quantity  of  a table-spoonful,  every 
day  at  noon,  mixed  in  a wine  glass  of  water  : — •

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CHAP. 

Of  Gleets. 

This  disorder,  which  is  a flowing  of  matter 
from  the  urethra,  after  all  danger  of  infection 
has  ceased,  may  arise  from  several  causes  ; hut 
it  is  generally  the  consequence  of  improper  treat- 
ment of  the  Gonorrhoea,  by  indiscriminate  and 
injudicious  use  of  strong  mercurials,  excessive 
venery,  and  from  general  debility  of  the  parts, 
however  occasioned. 

The  diagnostics  of  this  complaint  are,  a dis- 
charge of  glary  matter,  at  going  to  stool,  in  co- 
lour and  consistence  like  the  white  of  an  egg; 
corporeal  debility,  heat  of  urine,  loss  of  appetite, 
and  other  similar  symptoms.  If  the  matter, 
which  is  discharged,  is  white  and  ropy,  or  thin 
and  glary,  it  is  easily  cured  ; but  in  cases  of  long 
standing,  where  the  mucous  glands  are  much  re- 
laxed, it  may  resist  all  the  powers  of  medicine, 
and  continue  during  the  life  of  the  patient. 

From  its  debilitating  effects  on  the  whole  sys- 
tem, no  means  should  be  left  untried  to  obtain  a 
cure.  During  its  continuance,  the  patient  should 
avoid  all  vegetables,  except  wheaten  prepara- 
tions, as  common  loaf-bread,  sago,  rice,  and 
the  like;  all  acids,  sugar,  and,  in  obstinate 
cases,  fermented  liquors  ; but  vinous  spirits,  di- 
luted with  water,  may  be  taken,  without  much 
danger.  Early  rising  and  gentle  exercise  are 
proper  ; as  also  is  the  use  of  the  cold  bath,  taking 
care  to  plunge  only  once  into  the  water,  and  to 
come  out  immediately.  Gross  animal  food  is 
highly  improper.  The  breakfast  and  supper 
should  consist  of  bread  and  milk.  As  much  de- 
pends upon  cleanliness,  the  glans  penis,  and  ad- 
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jacent  parts,  should  be  frequently  washed  with  I 
cold  water,  which  will  also  tend  to  strengthen  the 
parts. 

Among  the  medicinal  remedies,  I have  found 
the  following  eminently  successful : for  injec- 
tions, to  be  used,  as  before  directed  in  the  Go- 
norrhoea : —

Of  the  Syphilis , Lues  Venerea , or  Constitutional 
Disease. 

In  early  times,  when  the  ravaging  effects  of  the 
venereal  infection  were  first  experienced  in  Europe, 
the  alarm  which  it  excited  is  absolutely  indiscribable. 
While  the  body  of  the  patient  was  tortured  with  re- 
peated salivations,  a species  of  cruelty,  which  was  the 
consequence  of  the  defective  state  of  science  at  the 
time;  the  Physicians  were  frequently  placed  in  con- 
sternation, at  finding,  that,  after  they  had  succeeded 
in  removing  local  symptoms,  they  were  surprised  by 
the  appearance  of  the  disease  in  some  part  of  the 

■ 


body,  at  a distance  from  the  place  in  which  the  poison 
was  first  absorbed  and  displayed  its  effects.  This  re- 
peated, and  violent  use  of  mercury,  iuduced  a species 
of  leprosy,  called  the  lepra  mercurialise  in  which  the 
body  was  covered  with  vesicles,  discharging  a thin 
acrid  humour,  that  irritated  the  patient’s  sufferings  to 
a great  degree.  This  was  succeeded  by  the  desqua- 
mation of  the  skin  ; and,  at  length,  the  hair  about  the 
pubes,  anus,  axillae,  head,  and  even  the  eye-brows  fell 
off",  and  left  the  parts  perfectly  bare.f 

Subsequent  experience,  derived  from  the  increased 
number  of  cases  of  this  failure,  in  eradicating  the 
virus,  at  length  shewed  them  a more  certain  method; 
and,  at  the  present  time,  such  has  been  the  progress  of

As  cases  of  this  disease  are  still  to  be  met  with,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  too  liberal  administering  of  mercury,  by  medical 
gentlemen,  who,  however  skillful  they  maybe  in  their  general 
treatment  of  diseases,  are  not  equally  acquainted  with  the  pro. 
per  mode  of  treating  the  Venereal,  with  those  whose  whole  at- 
tention is  directed  to  it  particularly.  Patients  of  this  descrip- 
tion frequently  apply  to  me  •,  atid,  1 cannot  here  resist  the  op- 
portunity of  pointing  out  what  I have  always  found  the  best 
method  of  treating  the  Lepra  Mercurialis. 

For  this  purpose,  as  ranch  of  the  following  electuary  as  will 
keep  the  body  gently  open,  must  be  taken  morning  and  even- 
ing. In  most  cases,  the  size  of  a walnut  will  he  sufficient: —

improvement,  in  this  branch  of  Therapeutics,  that  the 
termination  of  any  of  the  first  local  symptoms,  in  the 
constitutional  disease,  can  be  ascribed  only  to  the 
ignorance  of  the  practitioner,  or  the  neglect  and  inat- 
tention of  the  patient. 

The  constitutional  disease  is  a general  taint  of  the 
whole  mass  of  the  circulating  fluids,  by  the  absorption 
of  the  venereal  poison,  either  from  a Chancre  or  liubo. 
Though  this  is  the  most  usual  way,  from  which  a con- 
stitutional taint  is  derived,  it  may  be  inoculated  into 
the  body,  by  the  contact  of  the  matter,  with  either  a 
fresh  wouud  or  common  sore.  It  does  not  always 
happen,  that  any  local  symptom  arises  on  the  part  to 
which  the  matter  is  applied,  when  it  is  carried  into 
the  system.  The  constitutional  taint,  is  the  most  per- 
plexing stage  of  the  disorder ; for,  (he  whole  circu- 
lating system  being  dnmpletely  polluted,  by  the  poison, 
different  parts  of  the  body  sometimes  exhibit  local 
effects;  and,  the  disease  itself,  sometimes  assumes  the 
appearance  of  another,  distinct  from  the  venereal. 

The  mouth,  the  throat,  and  the  skin,  are  the  parts 
in  which  the  symptoms  of  a general  contamination, 
are  first  found.  In  the  former  case,  in  consequence 
of  the  secretion  of  the  virus,  in  the  oral  and  jugular 
glands,  the  action  of  the  tongue  will  be  so  much  im- 
peded, as  to  occasion  a thickness  of  speeeh.  About 
the  same  time,  ulcerations  will  take  place  on  the 
uvula,  the  glands  of  the  throat,  called  tonsillce,  and 
the  roof  of  the  mouth ; in  consequence  of  which,  the 
patient  will  experience  a hoarseness  of  voice,  and  diffi- 
culty in  swallowing,  attended  with  some  degree  of 
pain.  Syphilitic  ulcers  on  the  tonsillce,  may  be  readily 
distinguished  from  every  other  species.  A kind  of 
slough,  which  cannot  be  washed  off,  adheres  to  it, 
while,  in  one  part,  a hole  is  formed,  as  if  it  had  been 
purposedly  hollowed  out  with  some  instrument. 

When  the  skin  has  secreted  the  virulent  matter,  it 
is  discoloured  here  and  there,  with  reddish,  or  browu- 
i*h  spots;  and  olive  or  copper  coloured  eruptions. 
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which  present  thick  scurfs  or  scales,  appear  on  differ- 
ent parts  of  the  body.  This  scurf  is  repeatedly  cast 
off,  and  another  always  forms  in  its  place,  until  be 
coming  deep,  ulceration  takes  place,  and  a very  acrid 
and  offensive  matter  issues  from  the  part.*  Obstinate 
inflammation,  and  sometimes  ulceration,  will  affect  the 
eyes,  when  the  disease  lodges  in  those  organs.  Here 
it  may  not  be  improper  to  notice  the  Venereal  Opthal- 
my,  when  it  appears  in  those  unhappy  and  helpless 
being-s,  whose  infancy  makes  their  case  the  more  de- 
plorable. Of  these,  1 have  had  many  cases ; the 
children  having  mostly  received  the  infection  from 
their  mothers. 

When  that  formidable  inflammation,  latterly  deno- 
minated Opthalmia  Purulenta,  attacks  the  organs  of 
vision,  a great  swelling  of  the  eye-lids,  and  a vast 
quantify  of  thick  matter  issuing  from  them,  distin- 
guish this  disease  from  every  other,  to  which  the 
eyes  are  liable.  So  extremely  dangerous  is  this  in- 
flammation, that  the  very  greatest  care  is  requisite 
on  the  first  moment  of  its  appearance,  which  some- 
times takes  place  at  the  birth;  but  much  more  usually, 
in  a few  flays  afterwards,  when  the  Infant  receives  the 
infection,  through  the  medium  of  the  morbid  milk.  If 
it  be  neglected,  not  only  a total  destruction  of  the 
eight  will  be  the  consequence,  but  the  eye  itself  will 
be  dissolved,  in  less  than  seven  days. 

On  this  dangerous  disease,  we  must  resort  to  every 
thing  that  has  a tendency  to  reduce  the  inflammation. 
So  little  is  the  nature  of  the  Opthalmia  Purulenta  un- 
derstood, by  men,  who  profess  to  attend  solely  to  dis- 
eases of  the  eyes,  that  while  I was  preparing  the  first 
part  of  this  edition,  a child  was  brought  to  me,  w hich 
bad  lost  one  eye,  and  the  other  was  considerably  en- 
dangered. It  had  been  taken,  on  the.  first  appearance 
of  the  infection,  to  a neighbouring  “ Institution,”  of

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which  the  Managers  used  such  powerful  cutting  ap- 
plications, that  in  a few  hours  afterwards,  the  child’s 
eyb  was  loosened  from  its  socket,  and  brought  to  me 
in  a tea-cup.  The  other  eye  was  in  a shocking  state 
of  inflammation,  attended  with  a copious  discharge  of 
matter.  By  treating  it  in  the  simple  and  easy  method, 
which  I have  long  pursued,  I succeeded  in  saving  the 
infant  from  total  darkness. 

I recommended  the  mother,  to  anoint  the  child’s 
eye  with  the  following,  ointment,  night  and  morning, 
to  prevent  it  from  becoming  rigid.

Whenever  the  roll  was  taken  off,  in  order  to  be  renew- 
ed, 1 directed  the  purulent  matter,  which  formed 
in  the  esc,  to  be  drawn  off,  by  means  of  the  bottle 
syringe,  of  which  the  use  is  described*  the  common 
method  of  using  lint,  being  apt  to  irritate  the  inflam- 
mation. This  mode  of  treatment,  being  so  bene- 
ficial in  its  effects,  I should  always  recommend  it  to  be 
pursued. 

At  the  same  time,  the  mother  was  directed  to  take 
two  of  the  following  pills,  night  and  morning,  by

Before  I close  this  digestion,  I would  notice,  that 
even  the  organs  of  generation,  in  infants,  are  sometimes 
liable  to  be  affected  from  the  same  cause,  and  to  dis- 
charge a Syphilitic  matter.  When  this  happens,  the 
parts  ought  to  be  bathed  with  the  lotion,  for  the 
Opthalmia  Purulenta;  at  the  same  time,  taking  the 
following  balsam,  in  proportions,  according  to  the  age 
of  the  child,  (See  Table  of  Doses.)

From  this  digestion,  for  which  I shall  be  pardon- 
ed, on  account  of  the  importance  of  the  subject,  which 
is  usually  neglected  by  writers  on  this  complaint,  I 
return  to  the  symptoms  of  the  constitutional  disease. 

If  the  progress  of  the  disorder  be  not  checked,  the 
patient  will  be  afflicted  with  a great  variety  of  in- 
wardly painful  symptoms,  and  of  others,  which  appear- 
ing outwardly,  are  too  strongly  marked,  not  to  be 
mistaken  for  venereal  affectious.  The  infectious  mat- 
ter sometimes  falls  on  the  ligaments,  tendons,  and  pe- 
riosteur, f of  which,  the  certain  consequences  are

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nodi,  or  hard,  and  extremely  painful  excrescences  of 
the  bones.  As  the  disease  proceeds,  whether  from 
neglect,  or  its  peculiar  virulence  operating  on  the 
weakness  of  the  patient’s  constitution,  the  symptoms 
which  atfect  the  patient,  are  of  a most  distressing  na- 
ture. His  rest  at  night  will  be  disturbed,  by  excru- 
ciating pains — his  complexiou  will  suffer  a gradual 
change,  until  it  becomes  of  a sallow  hue — a slight 
fever  of  the  hectic  kind,  will  be  experienced^ — the  hairs 
on  different  parts  of  the  body  will  fall  off — and  the 
patient  will  suffer  a diminution  and  loss  of  appetite, 
flesh,  and  strength. 

A very  serious  consequence  of  neglecting  to  apply 
proper  medicines  to  the  ulcer  in  the  mouth  and  throat, 
will  be  the  loss  of  the  nose.  If  these  be  not  checked, 
a caries,  or  ulceration  of  the  palate,  will  inevitably  en- 
sue, and  proceed  gradually  from  that  part  of  the  bones 
and  cartilaginous  substances  of  the  nose,  whichj  it  will 
corrode,  and  in  the  end  totally  destroy,  so  that  the 
face  will  present  one  level  appearance. 

Such  are  the  symptoms,  gradually  exhibited  by  this 
dreadful  disease,  which  too  frequently  arise  from  neg- 
lect in  its  early  stages,  and  very  often  from  the  use  of 
mercury.  The  effects  of  Syphilis  on  constitutions,  are 
as  difterentas  constitutions  themselves;  for,  while  some 
will  resist  its  attacks  tor  a long  time,  others  will  soon 
become  the  victims  ot  the  general  debility  and  irrita- 
tion of  the  nervous  system,  which  it  never  fails  to  pro- 
duce. When  the  circulating  fluids  have  received  a 
general  contamination,  from  the  virus,  the  consequence 
will  be  usually  perceived,  in  one  or  other  of  the  before 
stated  symptoms,  in  the  course  of  six  or  eight  weeks; 
the  time  always  depending  on  the  habit  of  the 
patient. 

With  respect  to  the  remedies,  to  he  applied  against 
the  virus,  when  it  has  proceeded  thus  far  in  the  mass 
ot  fluids,  the  only  specifics  which  have  been  found 
whatever  others  may  pretend,  consist  of  the  different 
hydrargyri  preparations.  Under  a course  of  this  me- 
dicine, conducted  with  proper  care  and  attention,  a 
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perfect  cure  may  be  easily  obtained,  when  the  disorder 
is  recent,  and  the  constitution  unimpaired,  by  excess 
or  disease.  It  must  not  be  concealed,  that  when  this 
is  not  the  case,  when  the  Syphilis  is  suffered  to  remain 
long  without  attempting  to  remove  it,-  the  cure  will 
sometimes  be  difficult.  Generally,  however,  if  the 
patient  will  use  but  a moderate  degree  of  care,  while 
awaiting  the  operation  of  the  preparations  of  hydrar- 
gyri,  and  such  other  medicines  as  I shall  shortly  re- 
commend, the  best  effects  may  be  expected,  and,  the 
patient  will,  at  length,  enjoy  a revigorated  constitu- 
tion. Far,  othetwise  will  be  the  case,  if  he  neglect 
to  assist  the  action  of  medicine.  A caries  of  the 
bones,  in  different  parts  of  his  body,  and  particularly, 
in  those  of  the  head  ; ulceration  m the  brain  ; an  in- 
duration of  the  liver  and  lungs,  resembling  marble ; 
and  foetid  ulcerations  of  various  parts,  will  inevitably 
take  place;  until  death  shail  kindly  relieve  the  pa- 
tient, (now  loathsome  even  to  himself,)  from  his  mise- 
ry, and  his  friends  from  the  most  painful  anxiety. 

To  avoid  such  fatal  results,  it  will  be  necessary,  while 
under  a course  of  medicine,  to  abstain  from  all  salted 
and  highly  seasoned  food.  Of  animal  diet,  the  plain- 
est and  of  the  easiest  digestion  such  as  poultry,  alone 
should  be  taken.  Spirituous  liquors,  and  acids  of 
every  descritpion,  are  dangerous.  Even  wine  should 
be  diluted  with  water.  Ills  drink  ought  to  consist  of 
thin  broths,  milk,  sago,  and  barley-water.  The  food 
may  be  varied,  with  light  puddings  and  vegetables, 
such  as  are  recommended  in  Chap.  VII.  page  49. 

The  same  observations  will  apply  to  women,  whos& 
symptoms  sometimes  vary  from  those  ot  men,  in  con- 
sequence of  the  sexual  difference  in  their  conforma- 
tion. They  are  subject  to  affections  peculiar  to  them- 
selves; such  as  die  Fluor  Alims’,  an  increase,  or  total 
suppression  of  the  menstrual  discharge;  barrenness, 
or  abortion  ; inflammation,  ulceration,  and  mortifica- 
tion of  the  womb ; cancers  in  the  breast,  and  various 
affections  of  the  body. 

I have  before  observed,  that  it  was  formerly  deemed. 
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necessary  to  subject  the  patient  to  repeated  saliva- 
tions ; but  this  practice,  which  tended  to  increase  the 
symptoms,  and  even  induced  a particular  disease,  is 
now  justly  exploded,  by  those  who  are  practically  ac- 
quainted with  the  proper  method  of  treating  this  dis- 
ease; and  consequently,  of  totally  eradicating  the  viru- 
lent taint  from  the  system. 

If  the  cure  of  the  Syphilis  is  to  be  attempted,  by 
means  of  external  applications,  the  patient  should  rub 
thoroughly,  on  the  inside  of  the  thighs,  one  scrapie  of 
the  unguent,  hy dr.  fort,  every  night,  at  bed  time, 
which  he  is  to  continue,  until  the  salivary  glans  become 
slightly  affected,  and  the  gums  tender.  At  this  time, 
the  body  should  be  kept  gently  open,  by  taking  one  of 
the  Merone  Pills,  night  and  morning,  or  even  two,  if 
the  desired  effect  be  not  produced.  Where  these  can- 
not be  readily  obtained,  1 would  recommend  the  pills 
prescribed  in  page  56.  If  the  above  quantity  of  the 
unguent,  hydr  fort,  be  not  sufficient  to  cause  a cop- 
pery taste  in  the  mouth,  and  an  increase  of  saliva,  it 
should  be  very  gradually  increased,  until  those  appear- 
ances arise,  when  it  may  be  discontinued  fur  a short 
time. 

In  cases,  where  internal  remedies  are  preferred,  two 
of  the  following  pills  should  be  taken  night  and  morn- 
ing, or  such  a number  as  will  cause  two  stools  every 
tweuty-four  hours.  The  number  should  be  augmented 
gradually.

The  intention  of  the  foregoing  applications,  is  to 
destroy  the  Syphilitic  virus,  in  the  system ; but  as  I 
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as  nodes,  blotches,  scales,*  and  other  eruptions,  fre-  1 
quently  arise,  which  require  topical  remedies.  The 
uvula,  tonsillce,  and  other  parts  of  the  fauces , as  well 
as  the  nose,  sometimes  ulcerate;  in  which  case,  the 
parts  must  be  well  cleansed  with  the  following 
gargle

The  greatest  care  is  to  be  taken  | 
lest  any  or  it  be  swallowed ; it  may  not  be  amiss  to 
, observe,  that  it  would  be  proper  to  practice  gargliug. 
with  a little  warm  water. 

Should  the  throat  be  ulcerated,  the  same  gargle  may 
be  employed. 

Blotches,  and  scaly  eruptions  may  be  readily  re- 
moved, by  a copious  use  of  the  followiug  decoction, 
which  must  be  takeu  a tea-cupful  at  a time,  to  the 
quantity  of  three  half-pints  in  the  course  of  a day : —

There  are  many  cases,  where  the  nicer  is  lodged  so 
deep  in  the  inside  of  the  nose,  that  the  common 
methods  of  applying  the  lotion,  are  impracticable. — 
When  this  happens,  the  syringe  must  be  the  medium 
of  couveying  the  medicine  to  the  part  atfected.  By 
the  generality  of  practitioners,  the  common  syringe  is 
directed  to  be  used.  To  this  there  are  great  and 
serious  objections  ; for,  the  lotion,  when  expelled  from 
the  syringe,  attacks  the  sound  and  unsound  parts  in- 
discriminately, and  often  causes  a violent  sneezing, 
which  forces  the  whole  from  the  nostrils,  before  any 
effect  can  possibly  take  place.  On  this  account,  it  is 
very  evident,  that  the  most  proper,  because  the  most 
effectual  medium  of  applying  the  medicine,  is  the. 
bottle  syringe,  armed  with  the  elastic  gum  catheter, 
with  a lateral  aperture,  as  described  in  Chap.  VI. 
by  which  the  lotion  may  be  directed  immediately  on 
the  ulcer,  without  injuring  any  other  part ; and  it  may 
be  withdrawn  as  soon  as  its  operation  has  ceased. — 
After  this  application,  a pledget  of  lint,  steeped  in 
the  lotion,  must  be  introduced,  as  far  as  possible,  up 
the  nose,  towards  the  ulceration,  by  means  of  a probe. 
This  pledget  may  be  kept  moist  with  the  lotion,  by 
throwing  a little  up  the  nostrils  every  three  or  four 
hours,  with  a common  syringe.  But  the  other  opera- 
tion must  be  repeated  twice  a day,  according  to  the 
above  directions. 

When  P/tagedamia,  or  corrosive  ulcers  arise,  pure 
air  and  the  use  of  Cinchona,  must  be  the  means  of  re- 
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moving  them;  but  as  these  scarcely  ever’ occur,  in 
private  practice,  being  mostly  confined  to  hospitals,  I 
do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  enter  into  particulars.  One 
thing  only,  I shall  observe,  that  throughout  the  whole 
of  this  disease,  the  patient  must  keep  his  body  of  an 
equal  and  warm  temperature. 

CHAP.  XIII. 

Of  the  Prevention  of  the  Absorption  of  Syphi- 
litic matter. 

The  prevention  of  a disease  is  an  operation  of  no 
small  consequence  ; and  it  is  fortunate  that  we  are  so 
well  acquainted  with  the  immediate  causes  of  the  Sy- 
philis that  we  can  attempt  this  grand  object  with  a 
considerable  degree  of  certainty  of  success. 

There  are  various  kinds  of  preventives,  of  which 
some  are  to  be  applied  previous  to  an  impure  coition, 
and  others  to  be  applied  immediately  after  a coition, 
from  which  infection  is  in  any  degree  to  be  suspected. 

These  resolve  themselves  into  three  classes,  accord- 
ing to  their  mode  of  operation.  The  first  will  consist 
of  those  substances,  which  prevent  the  parts,  and  the 
infectious  matter  from  coming  into  contact  with  each 
other.  The  second  consists  of  lotions,  by  the  use  of 
which  the  Venereal  poison  is  removed  from  the  surface, 
on  which  it  has  been  received,  before  it  can  exert  any 
of  its  stimulating  powers.  The  third  class  of  preven- 
tions, are  those  which  are  to  be  applied  with  a view 
to  destroy  the  virulence  of  the  syphilitic  poison  by  a 
species  of  chemical  affinity. 

As  this  poison  is  mixed  with  a watery  fluid,  oils 
rubbed  on  the  dry  part  will  remain  upon  it,  so  that  the 
part  and  the  infectious  matter  cannot  come  into  con- 
tact. 

As  achemical  union  takes  place  between  the  venereal 
poison  and  Potassa  cum  calce,  the  latter  being  diluted 
with  water  should  be  applied  to  the  parts  immediate- 
ly after  impure  coition.  A soap  will  be  formed,  which 
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may  be  readily  washed  off  in  *11  cases  of  chemical  com- 
bination, a new  substance  is  produced,  which  differs 
in  properties  from  its  component  parts,  taken  sepa- 
rately ; hence,  it  is  probable,  that  the  poison  is  depriv- 
ed of  its  injurious  properties  by  its  union  with  the 
Pot  cum  calce. 

For  a similar  reason,  Liquor  Calcis  might  be  em- 
ployed as  a preventive  wash. 

The  medical  world  has  long  been  agitated  with  a 
dispute  as  to  the  mode  in  which  Hydrargyrum  acts  up- 
on the  venereal  matter.  It  appears,  however,  to  be 
beyond  doubt,  that  it  has  a chemical  action,  by  which 
it  decomposes  the  poison,  and  renders  it  neutral.  It 
has  been  found  by  direct  experiment,  that  when  mixed 
with  the  matter  of  small  pox,  and  other  varilous  com- 
plaints, the  disease  could  not  be  innoculated  with  the 
mixture.  In  like  manner  it  has  been  mixed  with  the 
syphilitic  poison,  which  before  was  capable  of  causing 
an  ulcer  or  a chancre  by  innoculation,  and  rendered  it 
totally  incapable  of  propagating  the  infection.  Hence, 
therefore,  the  preparations  of  Hydrargyrum  may  be 
esteemed  as  the  best  preventives  of  thedisorder.  The 
following  wash  has  been  known  to  prevent  the  taking 
of  the  disease.

But  the  following  method  of  preventing  the  absorp- 
tion of  the  poison,  I have  found  to  be  superior  to  any 
yet  offered  to  the  public.  With  the  following-  mixture, 
the  parts  must  be  washed,  or  the  quantity  of  a tea 
spoonful  injected  up  the  Urethra,  as  soon  as  possible. 
It  would  be  as  well  to  do  both.  Afterwards,  a pledget 
of  lint,  steeped  in  the  mixture,  must  be  put  upon  the 
glans  penis,  and  the  prepuce  drawn  over  it,  in  order  to 
keep  it  upon  the  part.  This  must  be  removed  when  it 
becomes  dry,  for  two  or  three  times.

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CHAP.  XIV. 

Of  Impotency  and  Nocturnal  Emissions . 

As  imbecility  is  frequently  a consequence  of  syphi- 
litic disorders,  I have  conceived  it  not  altogether  use- 
less to  assign  it  a place  in  this  treatise.  Impotence  is 
sometimes  termed  Aniphrodisicce,  from  the  Greek,  a, 
prio.  and  Aphrodisia  V entry,  or,  the  Feast  of  Venus, 
in  the  rites  of  the  Heathen  Mythology;  and,  as  the 
name  imports  is  a total  inaptitude,  or  incapacity  of  the 
organs  of  generation,  for  the  act  of  coition.  When 
the  defect  in  those  parts  is  of  natural  origin,  the  ap- 
plication of  medicines  cannot  possibly  be  of  any  avail. 
But  more  frequently  imbecility  of  the  organs,  arises 
from  topical  causes  ; such  as  a gleet  of  long  standing; 
Gonorrhoea  too  often  repeated,  or  imperfectly  removed; 
oranism,  or  self-pollution  and  excessive  venery,  profuse 
evacuations,  frequent  bleedings,  deficiency  of  nutritive 
food  ; and  some  kind  of  gravelly  complaints  will  occa- 
sion impotence.  Sometimes  it  is  but  temporary,  as 
when  it  is  caused  by  the  want  of  the  proper  co-opera- 
tion of  the  mind  at  the  time  of  copulation,  which, 
labouring  under  an  insufficiency  of  confidence,  or  the 
prevalance  of  fear,  prevents  those  parts  from  perform- 
ing their  natural  functions.* 

The  symtoms  of  this  complaint  cannot  require  any 
description;  and,  in  the  present  inslance,  we  have  to 
consider  that  species  of  impotence  chiefly,  which  pro- 
ceeds from  the  operation  of  the  Syphilis  upon  the  sys- 
tem. 

Frequently  the  forerunner  of  a total  inaptitude  of 
the  sexual  organs,  is  the  Gonorrlnca  Dormienlium,  or 
an  involuntary  discharge  of  semen  during  sleep,  most 
commonly  known  by  the  term  Nocturnal  Emissiops. — 
As  this  disease,  which  is  difficult  to  remove,  has  a ten- 


• In  the  “ Estuit  de  Montaigre ,”  a very  curious  instance 
of  a particular  superstition,  may  be  found.

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dency  to  produce  serious  effects  on  the  constitution,  I 
shall  consider  it  before  1 treat  of  generative  defects. 

The  causes  of  involuntary  emissions  of  semen  are  si- 
milar to  these  of  impotence;  in  the  present  ease  the 
seminal  vessels  are  debilitated  so  that  the  fluid  cannot 
be  retained,  while  in  impotence,  there  is  either  no  fluid 
secreted,  or  the  organs  have  become  incapable  of 
emission. 

Though  tire  Gonorrhcea  Dormienlium  may,  perhaps, 
be  occasioned  by  a superfluous  secretion  of  the  seminal 
fluid,  (a  case  which  very  seldom  happens),  excessive 
venery  and  self-abuse,  are  its  fruitful  parents. 

The  first  attempt  towards  a cure,  rests  with  the  pa- 
tient himself,  and  it  is  obvious  that  it  consists  in  a total 
abstinence  from  those  actions,  by  which  it  was  caused  ; 
at  the  same  time,  he  must  carefully  avoid  any  thing  that 
might  excite  lascivious  ideas. 

With  respect  to  regimen,  his  diet  must  be  nourish- 
ing, consisting  of  pigeons,  wild  fowl,  calf’s  head,  cow’s 
feet,  and  the  like.  After  dinner  he  may  moderately 
indulge  in  brandy  and  water,  and  his  general  drink  may 
consist  of  white  wine  whey,  for  w hich  a prescription 
will  be  found.* 

Besides  the  use  of  the  medicine  prescribed  below, 
it  will  be  necessary  to  bathe  the  parts  well  with  cold 
spring  water,  several  times  a day  ; and  he  may  enter 
the  cold  bath  every  day  before  breakfast.  The  follow- 
ing balsam  will  be  attended  with  good  effects,  if  taken 
in  the  proportion  of  two  desert  spoonfuls  three  or  four 
times  a day : —

In  the  cure  of  impotence,  from  acquired  defects,  as 
in  the  former  case,  much  depends  upon  the  patient. — 
He  should  use  considerable  exercise  in  the  morning, 
and  lake  every  means  to  prevent  obscene  ideas  from 
crossing  his  mind.  His  diet,  which  is  perhaps,  a prin- 
cipal remedy,  must  also  be  nourishing ; for  instance, 
he  may  freely  indulge  in  every  kind  of  fisb,  particu- 
larly shell  fish,  pigeons,  wild  fowl,  partridges,  and 
woodcocks  are  also  good.  He  may  take  plentifully  of. 
eggs,  lampreys,  and  eels  of  every  description.  His 
breakfast  and  supper  should  consist  of  bread  and  milk; 
and  his  drink  at  dinner  the  same  as  just,  recommended. 
Aqueous  infusions  and  decoctions,  such  as  tea,  and  the 
like,  should  be  taken  in  very  small  quantities,  as  they 
are  highly  improper.  Strong  meat  soups  are  very  good 
in  this  disease. 

As  to  medicines,  every  thing  that  tends  to  the  pro- 
motion of  semen  should  be  used  ; such  as  opiates,  aro- 
matics, agglutinants,  and  chalybeates.  The  only  ex- 
ternal application  which  can  be  recommended  as  effec- 
tive, are  very  simple.  The  glans  penis,  every  time  af- 
ter making  water,  should  always  be  wiped  perfectly 
dry,  and  every  night  and  morning  the  scrotum  should 
be  bathed  with  a lotion  composed  according  to  the  fol- 
lowing formula,  until  the  parts  recover  from  the  flacid 
state  which  is  the  usual  appearance  ia  cases  of  sexual 
incapacity.

The  corpus  spongiosum  urethrae,  or 
spongy  body  of  the  urethra  laid  open  from 
one  end  to  the  other,  in  order  to  shew  the 
stricture. 

4.  An  elastic  gum  catheter,  conveying  the 
pulverised  caustic  or  lotion  to  the  stricture, 
as  represented  in  plates  No.  9 and  10,  fig. 

5.  The  catheter  cutoff  about  half  an  inch 
from  the  lateral  aperture,  for  the  purpose  of 
extracting  the  stone  from  the  urethra  by 
means  of  the  bottle  syringe.  This  operation 
has  been  described  already,  but  as  it  is  of 
the  greatest  importance,  since  a mortification 
of  the  bladder  might  be  the  consequence  of 
its  being  suffered  to  remain  in  the  urethra, 
I shall  distinctly  describe  the  method  oi 
using  this  instrument.  Where  the  position 
of  a stricture  has  been  discovered  by  the 
introduction  of  the  catheter,  the  silver  bod- 
kin is  to  be  taken  out,  and  the  catheter 
screwed  upon  the  ivory  end  of  the  bottle  ; it 
is  then  to  be  gently  forced  up  the  urethra 
past  the  stricture,  so  as  to  carry  the  calculus 
or  stone  towards  the  prostate  glands,  where 
the  passage  is  wider.  The  catheter  must  be  of 
the  same  size  as  the  urethra.  Before  the  in- 
troduction of  the  catheter,  the  bottle  syringe 
ought  to  be  pressed  very  tight  with  the  hand, 
in  order  to  expel  all  the  air:  as  soon  as  the 
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catheter  lias  arrived  at  the  calculary  obstruc- 
tion, and  removed  it  to  a wider  part  of  the 
passage,  the  bottle  must  be  allowed  to  resume 
its  original  shape,  by  which  the  stone  will 
be  drawn  into  the  tube,  and  thus  be  extract- 
ed with  little  inconvenience.  By  no  other 
means  can  this  dangerous  and  painful  disor- 
der be  extirpated  ; by  all  the  other  means 
hitherto  employed,  the  stone  must  be  forced 
into  the  bladder,  by  which  the  consequence 
invariably  is  a mortification  of  the  bladder, 
and  almost  immediate  death. 

6.  A small  stone  which  had  formed  in  the 
neck  of  the  bladder,  and  acted  against  the 
stricture  in  the  manner  of  a valve,  so  as  to 
prevent  the  passage  of  the  urine. 

7.  7.  The  prostate  gland  divided. 

$Iatc  XIII.  Urethra  and  Lacunce. 

1.  This  figure  is  a representation  of  a penis, 
which  is  cut  open  in  order  to  shew  the  inter- 
nal surface  of  the  urethra,  in  which,  during 
its  diseased  state,  the  lacunae  frequently  im- 
pede the  passage  of  the  bougie  and  the  ca- 
theter. When  this  happens  the  ulcer  has  des- 
troyed the  membrane  of  the  urethra,  so  as 
to  lay  the  lacunae  open,  so  that  as  the  bougie 
is  passed  up  the  urethra,  one  or  other  of 
them  receives  its  point  and  prevents  its  pro- 
per route.

Adults  must  take  the  whole  dose.  Gene- 
rally, however,  the  dose  should  be  increased 
or  diminished  according  to  the  strength  and 
habits  of  patients.  Children  under  eight 
years  of  age  should  take  none  of  the  medi- 
cines, but  those  which  are  given  in  the  form 
of  balsams,  electuaries,  or  drops,  which  may 
be  readily  divided  without  the  least  risk  of 
danger. 

Balsams  and  electuaries  may  be  adminis- 
tered in  preserves,  and  drops,  on  sugar,  or 
any  thing  that  will  best  disguise  the  disagree- 
able taste.  I shall  here  observe  that  medi- 
cines should  be  taken  after  meals,  when 
they  are  not  liable  to  exert  too  powerful  an 
action  upon  the  system.

[G,  from  the  Greek— L,  from  the  Latin] 

Amenorrhcea.  (g.  a,  priv.  menes , the  men- 
ses, and  rheo,  to  flow)  a disorder  of  the 
menses,  in  which  they  are  wholly  or  par- 
tially obstructed  without  pregnancy.  Often 
the  consequence  of  venereal  apd  mercurial 
injuries,  and  ruptures  of  vessels  in  the  parts. 

Anaphrodisia , (g.  a priv.  and  aphrodisia , 
venery,  or  the  feast  of  Venus)  Impotence. 
There  are  two  species  of  this  disease,  the  one 
being  paralytic  and  the  other  gonorrhoical. 

Aneurisma,  (g.  aneurismos , dilatation.)  A 
soft  tumour  on  arteries,  attended  with  pul- 
sation. 

Aphrodisiacus,  (g.  aphrodisiacos , venereal) 
Excessive  venery. 
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Apocenoses,  g.  Excessive  discharges. 

Ardor  Urinae  l.  Heat  of  urine;  a symp- 
tom of  gonorrhoea  virulenta. 

Arthropuosis,  ( g . arthron , a joint,  and 
puosis  a suppuration)  Inflammation  which 
occasions  a collection  of  matter;  and  a deep 
blunt  pain  in  the  joints,  which  terminates  in 
an  abscess. 

B. 

Bubo,  (g.  boubori  a swelling  in  the  Groin) 
This  is  a suppurating  tumor  of  conglobate 
glands.  Bubo  in  Latin,  is  a running  ulcer. 

Burning,  Heat  of  urine,  in  consequence 
of  excoriation. 

Brenning.  An  old  English  word  for  the 
heat  of  urine  from  excoriation.

Cachexia,  (g.  cacos  bad,  and  ex  is  a habit) 
A depraved  habit  of  body.  This  is  a class 
of  diseases,  of  which- the  syphilis  is  one  of 
the  genera. 

Cancer,  (l.  a Crab)  A hard  tumor  of  a 
glandular  part,  painful  and  obstinate,  which 
terminates  in  the  foulest  ulcer. 

Caries,  (l.  rottenness)  A decay  of  the  bones 

Caruncle  (l.  caruncula,  a kernel.)  Vide 
Verruca. 

Ckordee.  (I  am  at  a loss  for  the  etymo- 
logy of  this  word.  The  g.  chorde  signifies 
an  intestine.)  A contraction  and  incurva- 
tion of  the  penis,  during  an  erection,  from 
acrimonious  irritation. 
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Clap.  Vide  Gonorrhoea. 

Cystitis,  (g.  custis,  the  bladder.)  Inflam- 
mation of  the  bladder.

Dyspermatismus.  (g.  (his  difficult,  and 
eperma  seed.)  A tamely  and  impeded  emis- 
sion of  semen  in  the  act  of  coition,  which  is 
insufficient  for  procreation.  It  is  often  caused 
by  syphilitic  injuries. 

Dysuria  Ardens,  (g.  and  l.  das,  difficult ; 
ouron,  urine—  ai^d  l.  ardens,  hot.)  Difficult 
discharge  of  urine,  attended  with  a painful 
sense  of  heat,  without  any  tffanifest  disorder 
of  the  bladder.

Exostosis,  (g.  ex  and  osteon  a bone.)  A 
hard  tumour  on  the  bones.

Frambeesia.  (f.  framboise,  a raspberry.) 
Fungi,  resembling  mulberries,  which  grow 
out  of  the  skin  in  various  parts  of  the  body, 
and  discharge  an  infectious  matter.  It  is 
commonly  called  the  yaws,  and  is  very  pre- 
valent in  America  and  the  West  Indies. 

Fluor  Albas,  (l.  white  flux.)  The  whites. 
A discharge  of  matter  peculiar  to  women.

G ami  lion.  A hard  moveable  tumor  on  a 
tendon. 

Gleet.  Vide  Gonorrhoea. 

Gonorrhoea,  g.  gone,  semen,  and  rheo,  to 
flow.)

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called.  Physicians  of  late  have  designated 
this  infectious  discharge,  gonorrhoea  impura, 
and  virulenta. 

Gonorrhoea  Dormientium.  (l.  dormiens , ka 
sleeper.)  A discharge  of  semen  from  an  im- 
pure imagination  when  asleep.

A disease  arising  from  impure 
connection,  and  appearing  generally  after  a 
local  affection  of  the  organs,  occasioning 
chancres,  buboes,  ulcers  on  the  mouth  and 
nose,  clustered  pimples  of  a copper  colour, 
ending  in  scabby  ulcers,  chiefly  situated  near 
the  hairy  scalp,  blotches  on  the  surface  of 
the  body1,  nocturnal  pains  in  the  bones,  and 
a variety  of  other  symptoms,  for  which  con- 
sult the  foregoing  treatise.
